HINTS AT COWARDICE. 

“Thanks to Mr. Wilson,” he con- 
tinued, “our unpreparedness in 
naval and military matters is ap- 
palling, and our dereliction in duty 
to humanity at large shocking be- 
yond description. But our spiritual 
unpreparednem, thanks to Mr. wi- 


son, is even greater than our phys- 
ical unpreparedness. The ‘too proud 


to fight’ doctrine ts a cloak behind 
which the coward hides. It has been 
the chief cause for the spread of 


the spirit of disloyalty in the United 
States among those who openly or 
secretly believed in a divided. en- 
izenship. No man will be per- 
manently loyal to a country that is 
too proud to fight.”

KITCHEN 


ERS REMEDY. 


How a Great Nation, Taken by Surprise, Meets the 
Shock of War Through the Organizing Genius of the 
Remarkable War Minister, Whose Life Work for His 


EN General Field Marshal 

Lord Kitchener was called 

upon to raise soldiers to fight 
Germany and to restore order where 
chaos reigned in government circles, 
jhe assumed one of the most ardu- 
ous undertakings that was ever laid 
upon a human being. 

England's army at the outbreak 
of the war stood the least among the 
world’s smallest armies. But, that 
the victor of many battles in the 
past wag equal to the crisis of the 
present, when civilization and liber- 
ty hung in the balance, one has but 
to gaze a moment over the England 
of today to see a nation of civilians 
turned ifto a nation at arms. And 
the task superhuman, almost, as it 
has been, was faced against the most 
fearful odds. There were doubts, 
incredulities and prejudices on the 
part of the people, against war, to 
be brushed aside. They were to be 
convinced of the imminent danger 
that threatened their homes and all 
that they valued most in life, hon- 
or, liberty, and the right to live and 
let live. This was no small task, but 
Kitchener knew no failure. 

MAKE READY. 

On the memorable evening of Au- 
gust 6, 1914, the news burst over 
London like a bolt from the blue 
that England was at war with Ger- 
many. There was a momentary bus- 
the of excitement and consternation. 
Placards displayed ominous words of 
warnings to “make ready.” The 
late editions of the evening papers 
bore flaring headlines and startling 
announcements. But the first shock 
over, the man in the street merely 
remarked, “What rot and nonsense; 
war with Germany? Absurd.” He 
turned on his heel, seeking his home, 
where he feasted, unperturbed, *on 
the historic joint, the roast beef of 
Old England, with its accompani- 
ment of Yorkshire pudding. Later, 
with his family about him in his 
comfortable home, for “an English- 
mans home is his castle,“ he lighted 
his pipe and incidentally remarked 


on the d ble rumor of war 
with Germany. He dozed in his 
armchair. the evening paper bear- 


ing the startling headlines dropping 
Ustlessly from between his fingers 
to the floor. 

Thus, with the phiegmatic, easy 
temperament, that inertia character- 
istic of his race, difficult to arouse, 
or stimulate to action, to break 
through the calm routine of old con- 
ventional ways, the Briton was loath 
to give credence to so disturbing a 
Statement that England was at war 
with any nation. Hence, when war 
was declared, the Englishman, after 
the first explosion of the unwelcome 
news, opened his eyes momentarily 
as a Man awakened from a dream, 
rolled over, and calmly dropped off 
to sleep again. 

Days passed, and war, with al its 
grim terrors and far-reaching con- 
sequence, had become a fierce and 
terrible reality. There was muddle 
and confusion at government head- 
quarters. There were rumors of er- 
rors made and family quarrels in 
both sections of the government, for 
which no one seemed responsible, no 
one to blame. One fact alone re- 
mained—England was surprised, and 
hopelessly unprepared for war, while 
Germany was already, in her frantic 
efforts to reach France, pounding 
away at the heart of the bravest 
and noblest little nation in the world 
—Belgium was bleeding. 

CHAOS. 

It was scarcely to be wondered at 
if chaos reigned within the walls of 
state and high places. The home 
forces, as compared with the legions 
of the enemy, rushing on Belgium, 
stood as one to ten of the Germans. 
The British army had been, a few 
Short years before, reduced to its 
lowest unit. 

The strength of the British army 
at the beginning of the war elicited 
from the Kaiser and his Prussian 
warlords the derisive remark, That 
contemptible little army! Nothing 
to fear from that!“ In one-quarter 
of the kingdom alone, however, calm 
and complete confidence ruled. Far 
out beyond the mouth of the sullen 
River Thames lay the British fleet, 
fully mobilized, ready for action, 
swinging to the word of command 
in fierce and terrible array. It stood 
as a warning to foolish and impu- 
dent intruders and motioned them, 
“Hands off.” 
But it was clear, however, that 
some one man of genius was need- 
ed at home, and that urgently, for 
operation on land, for organization 
and home defense work and to save 
the country and restore the faith 
and trust of the people. 

KITCHENER! 

At this time the best-trusted man 
in the English army was leaving 
England to take up duty once more 
after a much-needed holiday. This 
was Lord Kitchener of Khartoum, 
or K. of K., as he was best known 
to his men. The great general was 
actually on the pier at Dover, wait- 
ing for the Calais boat which was 
to take him across the English chan- 
nel en route for Egypt, where he 
held office as Consul-General, when 
a message was handed to him. This 
message Offered Lord Kitchener the 
appointment of Secretary of State 
for War. It was the highest mili- 
tary office, the most arduous post, ar 
the most critical moment of the 
world’s history, and also, alas, for 
his own life. 
There was a struggle with the win 
and desire, for Kitchener, the Sir- 
dar of Egypt, had grown to love that 
land where he had seen some of his 
best efforts blossom into such happy 
results. But duty called once more! 
He watched the boat that was to 
take him back to the old familiar 
scenes slip her moorings and plunge 
her head into the mist that veiled 
from view the towering white cliffs 
of Dover. With a right-about wheel 
the man of silence walked hack 
across the plerhead and boarded the 
express for London, taking up duty 
that night at the War Office. 

Callers he had without number, 
oftentimes 1500 visitors a day. Many 
came to offer friendly advice on vi- 
tal questions. Some few had plans 
to lay bare and schemes to advance. 
But all soon learned they had come 
to the wrong address. To many, 
however, he gave ear, to few his 
speech, but none shared his confi- 
dence, none knew his modus oper- 
endi. There were statesmen and 
politicians, too, among the visitors. 
and Lord Kitcaener despised party

Politics. The man with the cold 
blue eyes and the searching glance 
forged ahead in absolute and com- 
plete silence. The situation was 
calmly looked over. Organization 
gripped his fancy. The muddle dis- 
appeared, and the tangle all around 
speedily unravelled. And Kitchener 
had already set the ball 
his recruiting campaign. 
HIS KNOWLEDGE. 

His knowledge of human nature 
stood him well in this important 
matter. His tact in dealing with 
delicate situations was phenomenal. 
He knew the lives, interests and es- 
pecially the wants of his men at 
home and abroad. His concern now 
was to turn the raw recruits of Eng- 
land into fighting men of character 
and mettle, as he turned the Egyp- 
tian peasantry into splendid fighting 
material. And how well he knew 
his own fellow-countrymen! — com- 
rades today in a common cause, ral- 
lying now to the defense of sover- 
eign and country, to smash down 
the savage law of the rule of force. 

Hig genius ase a soldier and a 
great organizer was recognized and 
admired to the remotest ends of the 
ogg And Germany alone feared 


The lifework of the great chief, 
with all his victories gained, his 
feats of daring in risking life many 
times over in the interests of his 
country, the measure of that depth 
of sympathy, underlying the cold, 
stern exterior of that Sphinx-like 
countenance, how he fought for the 
interests of the orientals, whom he 
had taken to hie heart, speaking 
their language and dialects, winning 
to them rights and privileges, and 
adequate pay—all was now as an 
open book to the British people. 
While commander-in-chief in India 
he reorganized the whole of the In- 
dian army. 

How he restored peace to South 
Africa, and dictated terms to the 
Boer generals in 1902 was still fresh 
in the minds of the thousands of 
British people who now hung upon 
his words. They knew now as then 
that they would get facts and get 
the truth without equivocation and, 
knowing the man thus, his word 
was to them as law. 

NATIONAL DEMAND. 

Therefore, his appointment as 


Secretary of State for War was no 
political shuffle, no press campaign, 
but a palpitating national demand. 
‘Ever a man of action, he had set 
the band of assistants about him 
rapidiy to work. He had no mercy 
upon himeelf where duty was con- 
| cerned, and he did not spare his 


men. England was awake and 
transformed. In London there was 
a rapid shifting of scenes. Hyde 
Park, that Mecca of fashion, became 
as a vast military camp where ar- 
tillery was ranged up and the min- 
‘tary horses stood fettered. White 
tents and canvas shelters studded 
the park and open spaces for over 
thirty miles across the vast me- 
tropolia. Its 7,000,000 inhabitants 
were staring at the walls of the 
ec lid granite buildings, the huge bill 
boards, and every avaliable inch of 
space on store windows and the 
windows of pretentious private 
dwellings, all of which displayed col- 
,ored posters bearing the striking pic- 
ture of Lord Kitchener, his arm 
‘raised, beckoning the men of Eng- 
land to his aid in defense of State 
and country. 

) Soon there were no shirkers, no 
,“conscientious objectors." There 
were open-air speeches made on re- 
;eruiting and in the halls and the- 
eters up and down the country. 
There were leading articles in all 
the newspapers on voluntary service 
‘and on the need for recruits. There 
was to be no compulsory service. 
Lord Kitchener would have none of 
it. So stated the speakers, so an- 
nounced the papers. Free men were 
wanted, not conscripts, for Kitch- 
ener’s army. 

There was a Zeppelin raid that re- 
sulted in blowing -into the air an 
omnibus with its passengers, the 
limbs of the Innocent victims, hav- 
ing been picked up in various sec- 
tions of the district. 

This enraged the people and tem- 
porarily assisted recruiting. 

In the meantime Lord Kitchener, 
within the War Office looked over 
jeharts and army statistics, his keen 
eyes noting with some show of 
pleasure that at that precise moment 
the first weeks of the war, Ireland. 
according to her population, be it 
said to her credit. had been repre- 
‘sented by the largest number of 
men in the British army. 

THE IRISH. 


And Kitchener knew above all 
others the sterling qualities, the 
value of the Irish soldiers. The men 
of the “fighting race” must be close 
to him as they ever were in the hour 
of, peril in the past. They were ever 
inseparable from him in his cam- 
paigns abroad, in India, Egypt, the 
Soudan, South Africa, and else- 
where. Never are those treasure 
possessions of England left without 
their Irish regiments. Besides, was 
he not born in Ireland in the little 
village near Listowel, County Kerry 
where he lived to the age of 16 
years, imbibing, no doubt, much of 
the high spirit and soldierly quali- 
ties of the “fighting race.” 

He knew and understood their 
weaknesses as well as the strength 
of their virtues, though his father 
was an Englishman and his mother 
was of French extraction. Small 
wonder that he had a lasting affec- 
tion for his Irish soldiers. Small 
wonder that they in turn, at his call 
for men, rushed forward, as to the 
strong arms of a father. He was, 
besides, colonel of the Irish guards. 

He knew as others knew before 
him the endurance and grit of the 
Irish soldiers in fearful and desper- 
ate situations, ° 

Kitchener, with a thrill of pleas- 
lure, was now reading accounts of 
| “his boys” at the front, of Victoria 
crosses gained without number, the 
highest award on the battlefield for 
, heroic voluntary deeds, for the sav- 
‘Ing of life at the risk of one's own. 
He read dispatches from command- 
ers and officers from the theater of 
war. Read “Brigadier Marshal report 
Twenty-ninth division at the Dar- 
danelles—" Though I am an Ene 
‘lishman, I confess the Irish soldiers 
are the cream of the army. They 
are absolutely indispensabie for our 
final triumph. Ireland may well be 
proud of her sons. 

“To my dying day I bew to the 
Trieh.” 


CHAPLAINS. 
Kitchener knew what the Catho- 
Ide priest meant to the Catholic sol- 
dier. One of the blunders made at 


the beginning of the war, and hien | 


gued, and, in the rush of the hour, 
there could be no provision made 
for sentiment like that. But it 
proved no mere sentiment on the 
part of the Catholic soldier, when he 
stood upon the altar of the vast 
battlefield where a forest of human 
sacrifices were being offered. When 
the Catholic soldiers, not only of 
Ireland, but of England. Great Brit- 
ain in general and her colonies, 
found themselves face to face with 
death and without their chaplains, 
they fought grudgingly. almost re- 
luctantly. 

On inquiry, the Catholic colonel 
explained the reason of the lack of 
spirit and enthusiasm on the part 
of his men, both signal qualities 
of the British soldier in action. The 
men, he explained, were loath to 
go into action without first “putting 
it right with the Almighty.” and 
they needed their chaplain to give 
them the final absolution and admin- 
ister the last rights of Holy Church 
before stepping into eternity! Conse- 
quently, one of the first acts of 
Lord Kitchener on taking up office 
was to send out fifty Catholic priests 
selected from among the religious 
orders, like the Redemptorista, Fran- 
ciscans, Jesuits and Benedictines, 
representing some of the firet fami- 
lies of England. The chaplains wear 
khaki and rank as captains. 

So that when he turned to Ire- 
land for new recruits, he could at 
all events guarantee his volunteers 
their chaplains. 

While he asked only for the mod- 
est number of 5600 men, seeing al- 
ready how generously Ireland had 
been represented in the British 
army, seattered throughout the em- 
pire, to the extent of some 150,000 
men of the reserve and regulars. 
And when it was known that Kitch- 
ener wanted men from Ireland, their 
number increased at the rate of 1000 
a week. Therefore, instead of §000 
asked for, more than 200,000 Irish 
soldiers had joined the colors in less 
than eighteen months. 

THE GREAT NEED. 


At last Lord Kitchener spoke. It 
was to the nation. His worda, though 
brief and simple, were irresistibly 
convincing, weighted as they had 
ever been with the strength and 
veracity of the man of few words. 
“IT want 160,000 men,” sald Kitch- 
ener simply. 

The response was instant and de- 
liberate. The whole nation rose to 
a man, throwing themselves whole- 
heartedly, body and soul, into the 
crucible that was to transform 
loving, simple men, in a few short 
weeks, into the wonder-world bril- 
Mant machine of human skill and 
energy. 

The volunteers were resolved upon 
victory, and Kitchener was the in- 
spiration of that. epirited resolution. 
The men rolled into the recruiting 
depots in their hundreds of thou- 
sands, giving the world that striking 
palpable proof that the whole of 
Great Britain and Ireland threw 
themselves voluntarily into the war. 
Kitchener's name was the trium- 
phant flag of the army of volunteers, 
s0 much so that in less than two 
weeks more than 1,000,000 men had 
volunteered for active service in 
answer to the great chiefs call to 
arms, From the highly-born aris- 
tocrat to the rank and file of the na- 
tion, all answered that call. 

The new army of volunteers swung 
through the parade ground, through 
royal parks and courtyards of ducal 
estates thrown open to them by their 


generous owners, to the music of 
the pipes and the guards’ bands. 
The rattle of the drums of the Boy 
Scouts summoned them for inspec- 
tion in Kensington Gardens, and 
Lord Kitchener reviewed the boys 
with pfecision and seriousness, as 
though they ranked first among 
his vast armies. And the pride of 
the lads in this their hour of vie- 
tory was excusable. 
RECRUITING. 

The wheile nation was now helping 
with recruiting. The public schools 
of England (Eton and Harrow) and 
the great universities trained their 
own men and sent whole regiments to 
the front. The industria] schools 
and other public institutions did like- 
wise. Young men gave up impor- 
tant appointments and good salaries 
to take the King’s shilling! The 
prisons opened their frowning gates 
and men of vice forgot foul deeds, 
exchanging a cell for the trenches, 
to strike a blow for King and coun- 
try. Off to the woods and the for- 
ests of England to the country of 
Robin Hood, went the young re- 
cruits to learn the business of war. 
They buift bridges, made roads, cut 
down forests of trees, dug trenches 
and built up veritable fortifications 
composed of huge sandbags. 

The value of geography wae taught 
to the men, as well as the rudiments 
of French. The men with a knowl- 
edge of languages were invaluable. 
They were given large salaries and 
a special post on the staff. The of- 
ficers and men were billeted in farm- 
houses, and hostelries were requisi- 
tioned wherever they were obtain- 
able. The doors of the wealthy were 
| thrown open to the officers and men; 
those who could not afford to make 
such sacrifices, but who could ac- 
commodate the men, were given go 
much per head from the government 
for all they could house and feed, 

Employers of labor forgot the ne- 
cessities of their own self-interest in 
the general desire to serve their 
country, and even assisted their em- 
ployees to go to the front by actual- 
ly providing for the wives and fam- 
ilies of these men. Half-pay was 
given to such dependents and in 
many instances full pay. 

FOR FAMILIES. 

But what of the wives and fam- 

flies of the men who had offered 
themselves for service, who cogid 
not claim this privilege? What was 
to become of them? Kitchener's 
scheme provided for all these. The 
wives and mothers were allowed 
$4.50 to $5 a week and so much 
per head for each child in every 
family up to the age of 14. Thus, 
the men went off happily to the 
front knowing their families were 
provided for. But Kitchener's 
scheme did more than raise men for 
fighting. Never was there such a 
rallying of “fair recruits’’ to the 
altar to join Tommy for “better or 
worse.” There were so many war 
weddings that the difficulty often 
arose to find clergymen to tie the 
knot, ere Tommy got his marching 
orders! If he were killed his young 
wife would be helped by the state, 
and for every child born the mother 
received a stated sum from the gov- 
ernment. 
The provision market was con- 
trolled by the Board of Trade, which 
regulated the prices so that there 
could be no opportunity for the cor- 
nering of foodstuffs by unscrupu- 
lous deaiers. The railroads allowed 
free transit of volunteers back and 
forth to their recruiting centers and 
parade grounds, and the street car 
companies followed their example to 
a limited extent. Vice and wrong 
doing have for the most part ceased 
to exist. 


First to Win Distinction in 
the First Grade of 
Wireless.

WASHINGTON BUREAU 
OF THE TIMES, Oct. 28.— 
To Maria Dolores Estrade—a 
slip of a girl from Mexico— 
belongs the distinction of win- 
ning the first wireless oper- 
ator’s license of the first grade 
ever granted to a woman in 
this country. Maria is 4 child 
of the Mexican revolution, a 
daughter of the reign of terror 
that has ruled over Mexico 
these last few years. For two 
years before she came to 
Washington she served on the 
officia] staff of Gen. Carranza. 
Her father having died when 
she was only 12 years of age, 
she learned telegraph and 
often was a government teleg- 
rapher in Zacatecas when Ma- 
dero unfurled the banner of 
rebellion against Dias in 1910. 


Kitchener's aid. They took the 
place of the police force, giving 
their services free. These men con- 
sisted of presidents of banks, pro- 
fessional men, and business men of 
every calling. They proudly donned 
the uniform with their badges, pur- 
chased at their own expense. Men 
enlisted thus for home defense work 
and as “special constables." They 
served both night and day through- 
out London, according to their lei- 
sure‘and the demands of duty. The 
regular police force being told off 
for special and more important 
work of guarding governm®nt of- 
fices and works, bridges, rivers and 
the big depots. 
EVERYWHERE. 

Therefore, when Kitchener called 
for 100,000 men the tide ceased not 
until 6,000,000 recruits stood regis- 
tered before him. Kitchener never 
Inst sight of his men. He was 
among them here, there, every- 
where. He was as elusive as he was 
invincible. He was in Paris when 
it was thought he was enjoying a 
quiet date at home. He visited Rome 
and the Italian front, unknown to 
the world. He was in Gallipoli, the 
Dardanelies, and in the firing line, 
close to the Turkish trenches, when 
it was supposed he was a thousand 
miles away. He was among the 
wounded in the hospitals of France 
and in London. The convalescent 
soldiers were his guests in Broome 
House, his owa private residence 
und beautiful park near Canterbury, 
Kent. He was ever on the para 
ground reviewing sections of his 
great army that he had called into 
existence, where men in their thou- 
sands paraded before him. 

HIS DEATH. 

Alas, it was but a few short 
months since the world learnt with 
a shock of the tragic death of the 
man who saved England's pride as 
a great nation, when the “Hamp- 
shire,” the vessel which was con- 
veying him to Russia, was wrecked. 

But, although Lond Kitchener is 
irretrievably lost to the world as a 
great military gentus on the reefs 
of the oruel. shore of the Orkney 
Islands, the only sentinels guarding 
his mighty tomb, the vast sea, de- 
neath whose depths his body rests, 
yet the spirit of the man of iron 
nerve and will lives in his army of 
volunteers. 

His powerful infivence and per- 
sonality, the enthusiasm and whole- 
some character with which he in- 
spired his men, still thril) them on 
the battlefield, leading them on to 
the accomplishment of almost 
miraculous feats of daring. The 
trenches today are manned by 
Kitchener's volunteer army. It is 
upon their concentrated efforts that 
the issue of this sanguinary conflict 
depends, and never were men more 
earnest to avenge the cruel death of 
their loved chief, by winning to his 
name a signa! and complete victory. 
They are in the trenches quivering 
with the excitement of battle per- 
petuating his memory, determined 
upon the fulfillment of the prophecy 
that it would be Kitchener's men 
who would rush the colors to vic- 
tory, and end, this. fierce conflict 
thgt has shaken the earth to its 
very foundation. 

DOING HIS DUTY. 


Kitchener died as he lived—doing 
his duty. The tall, striking figure, 
that was as a tower of strength to 
his soldiers, no longer moves 
among his men, but the memory 
of their dead chief still remain 
the guiding spirit, the great power 
behind the army now stretched 
along the battlefront of over 100 
miles—Kitchener’s Army,” and 
which is now marching forward to- 
Gay in the great British advance be- 
yond the Somme—The Beginning of 
the End. 

It has been suggested that some 
fitting memorial be erected to the 
memory of Lord Kitchener, but it 
may be said of him as of Sir Christo- 
pher Wren, “Look around and in his 
noble work you will wee his best 
monument.”

Dr. Cleveland Abbe, 


Known as the “father of the Weather 
Bureau,” and a noted scientist, 
who died yesterday at Washington, 
Dr. Abbe was decorated by many 
societies ‘Doth in this country and 
abroad. 


Cleveland Abbe established locally 
in Cincinnati, O., when he was the 
director of the observatory there, in 
1866. The death of this famous 
meteorologist recalis some interest- 
ing details of this early history of 
weather forecasts. 

The son of a New York merchant, 
and born December 3, 1838, Cleve- 
land Abbe became an instructor in 
mathematics and astronomy at the 
University of Michigan in 1869, 
and during the Civil War period he 
was an aide at Cambridge Mass., to 
Dr. B. A. Gould, then ronomer of 
the United States Coast Survey. The 
years 1865-66 he spent in Russia at 
the Imperial Observatory as guest of 
the resident staff of observers there, 
and on his return to the United 
States he Was chosen director of the 
Cincinnati Observatory. 

START IN CINCINNATL 


In beginning astronomical 
work at Cincinnatl in May, 1368, 
Prof. Abbe expressed to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of that city his 
willingness to make daily predictions 
of the weather for the benefit of the 
eltizens. His proposition was ac- 
cepted, and the work actually began 
in September, 1869. 

The success of his scheme led 
some of his friends to introduce a 
resolution calling upon Congress to 
establish a national bureau of storm 
warnings for the benefit of com- 
merce. This bureau was estab- 
lished joint resolution of Febru- 
ary 4, 1870 and its conduct was en- 
trusted to Gen. A. J. Myer, the 
chief signal officier of the army. He 
adopted into his weather bureau al!

FROM MONO LAKE NORTH TO TAHOE; 
‘TRIP REPLETE WITH SCENIC BEAUT 


EAVING Mono Lake the road to 

Bridgeport runs through sage- 

brush wante relleved 
by a stock ranch at an occasional 
well-watered meadow. These oases 
in the desert are stocked with a good 
quality of cattle, mostly Durhams 
and Herefordsa, also with good 
horses. In fact, in Mono county and 
that portion of the State of Nevada 
traversed by the road to Carson, one 
is much pleased with the quality of 


perhaps 20,000 acres in extent. From 
the fences subdividing them into 
many fields or pastures, I should 
judge that these meadow lands are 
held by various owners. Grazing on 
these meadows when we passed there 
om September 23, 1916, were many 
thousand head of cattle. The pas-

MORE DESERT. 


Leaving Bridgeport, more sage- 
brush deserts are encountered. Oc- 


casionally we meadow 
ranches, some of which were quite 
large and p looking.

the road. Some distance beyond 
Bridgeport we came to the lower end 
of the Carson Valley in the State of 
Nevada. This valley is well watered 
and is devoted to hay, grain and al- 


Immense quantities of hay, of nat- 
ural grass or alfalfa, stood in stacks 
of great size throughout the entire 
valley. Some fields showed evidence 
of having been harvested for wheat 
and bariey. Stacks of straw left by 
threshing machines were still stand- 
ing. Late grown grain Wad been 
cut with self-binding reapers and 
stood in stacks yet to be threshed. 
Mowing machines were cutting al- 
failfa. In 
were raking the same and in other 
places men and teams were stacking 
the hay already cured. There were 
many fields which looked as if they; 
would yield another crop. Acres of 
alfalfa, from a foot to eighteen inches 
high, were being pastured by either 
sheep or cattle. All of the farm- 
houses in this section are substantia) 
looking, painted white with grees 
blinds and red roofs. There must 
be something in this combination of 
colors which withstands local cn 
matic conditions—otherwise, the 
practice would not be so universal. 
All day long I renewed my boyhood 
acquaintance with the ilong-tailed 
black and white magpie. These 
birds were numerous. They had a 
habit of flying along the road ahead 
of us. Just as one of them was 
about to alight on a fence or a tree, 
we would catch up with him and he 
would be off again. 

THRIFTY. 


Gardnerville is the principal town 
of this prosperous section. It is a 
rallroad terminus and bears every 
evidence of thrift and prosperity. 
The only small birds seen in Gard- 
nerville were English sparrows. 
They literally swarmed in the streets 
They had evidently driven out all 
other specimens of Small birds. 
One going from Gardnerville to 
Lake Tahoe has the choice of three 
routes. One of these is by Genoa, 
over the Kingsbury grade, which 
brings one to the lake a few miles 
south of Glenbrooke.

The Proper System. 


CAR PARTS TO RECEIVE 
STANDARD NAMES. 


HAS often been said that con- 
flicts between nations, or between 
groups within nations, are caused 

by the lack of mutual understand- 
ing and appreciation of the various 


parties involved. The lack of a 


common and accurately-understood 
language is one of the greatest bar- 
rfers in international business. 

One of the objectg of the stand- 
ardization work now being carried 
on by the Soclety of Automobile En- 
gineers is the establishment Within 
the automobile field of a precise 
and compact language. Only last 
week copies of a pamphlet on no- 
menciature Were mailed to all the 
members of the society, together 
with a number of data sheets giving 
in a concise form the results of 


standardization work accomplished | 


during the first six months of the 


present year. 

There are many advantages in 
having uniform names of car parts. 
The automobile user would find it 
much easier to make replacements. 
The manufacturer would benefit for 
the same reason. The entire indus- 
try should welcome any list of names 


that will remedy the present chaotic 
each maker. 


The list of names recommended 
by the Society of Automobile Engi- 
neers was developed through the 
combined efforts of engineering and 
service representatives from a num- 
ber of the leading automobile man- 
ufacturers. Over 600 separate names 
of the more important parts are 
given, but no attempt has been made 
to list minor parts, the names of 
which are well settled. F 

A striking exception to popular 
usage is the name “engine,” which 
is recommended rather than “mo- 
tor to avoid confusion with the 
electric motors used for starting the 
engines installed on automobiles. 
Definitions have been included for 
axles, brakes and bodies for which 
usage varies, The names of bodies 
particularly are in need of stand- 
ardization because of the wide va- 
riety of names used by individual 
ear makers. That this action is ap- 
preciated is shown by the fact that 
the Chicago Automobile Trade A880 
ciation, composed of practically all 
the dealers in that city, has recom- 
mended that its members adopt the 
. AE. body names. It fs likely that 
the manufacturers, through their or- 
ganization, the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, will in the 
near future adopt the complete no- 
menclature.

In addition to nomenclature the 
S.A.E. has adopted a number of 


other important standards, an out- 
line of which is given on the thirty- 
nine data sheets sent members of 
the society last week. The subjects 
covered include a new specification 
for nickel steel, physical properties 
of nickel and nickel - chromium 
steels, complete dimensions and tol- 
erances for roller bearings, throttle- 
lever throw dimensions for carbure- 
tors, gear-shift positions for three- 
speed transmissions and dimensions 
for piston rings of both concentric 
and eccentric types. 

The standards initiated by the 
electrical equipment division of the 
. A. E. Standards Committee are of 
special value to every car user. 
Three sizes of the forked-type head- 
lamp supports are standardized. 
Dimming devices that operate by 
reducing the current to the head 
lamp are not recommended for the 
purpose of eliminating glare. The. 
anchor pins of head-lamp bulbs are 
to be in a vertical plane when in- 
stalled. Focusing devices are to be 
arranged so as to neither revolve 
nor cause the bulb to move out of 
its axis. It is recOmmended that 
head lamps be mounted as high as 


‘quarters, 


practivable and that the lamp cen- 
ters should never be less than three 
feet from the ground. In addition 
the division has developed complete 
specifications for the flexible steel 
tubing used so widely for automo- 
bile electric wiring.

BORDEN PLANS ANOTHER _ 
DASH INTO THE ARCTIC. 


Negotiations with Russia Now Under Way and Second 
Expedition will Start in March, Says “Survivor” of the 
Great Bear Here—Remarkable Story of Quarter-mil- 
lion-dollar Wreck Caused by Bottle-hoax. 


ACK in Los Angeles but a scant 
week, Walter Brandler, taxi- 
dermist and former member of 

the company of the ill-fated steam 
schooner Great Bear, fitted out by 
John Borden, Chigago sportsman, 
at a cost of $250,000, and wrecked 
on Pinnacle Rock in Behring Sea, 
almost at the start of its northern 
pilgrimage, is already preparing for 
another dash into the north. 

Mr. Borden is having a new ves- 
sel prepared and intends to sail in 
March. The coming polar ex pedi- 
tion is to visit the almost unknown 
country of Northern Alaska, in the 
Lena River district. This country 
is, by reputation, the last of the rich 


fur lands untouched by the white 
man. 

Mr. Brandler accompanied the 
Borden expedition in the capacity 
of taxidermist and seeker after ad- 
venture. He secured plenty of ad- 


venture in the less than ten days’ 


voyage before the ship went down in 
the fog on the almost inaccessible 
island of rock. 

“It was a peculiar crew in many 
ways,” Mr. Brandler said yesterday, 
telling of his experience at his tem- 
porary home, No. 327 South Fig- 
ueroa street. “The members were 
scientists, mechanics and hunters, 
with a sprinkling of deep-sea sail- 
ors. Each man was selected for some 
particular duty and the ability of 
the sallor came as a secondary con- 
sideration. Of course, Capt. Lane 
and his officers were excellent sai)- 
ors and they soon whipped their 
crew into shape. In fact. we all 
worked on the construction of the 
boat before it was launched. 

“We left Seattle July 25 and made 
the real start from Unalaska August 
6. We were bound for the north 
seas on a hunting and whaling expe- 
dition with a full equipment for gen-

Makes Full Confession to the 


Federal Officers. 
Shows Them How He Ran 
Hill-street Plant. 
Used Simple Means to Get His 
| Paper Circulated. 


Harold Russell Wilken, aged 29, 
American, who is pronounced by se- 


eret service agents of the United 


States Treasury Department the 
cleverest and most successful coun- 
terfeiter the department has taken 
into custody in years, was lodged in

~ PRODUCED FINE WORK. 


Wilken is a géniua, say the Fed- 
eral officials. He is the man who 
the counterfeit $10 Minneapolis 
eral bank notes on the local mar- 
Ket. They are so good that it re- 
quires an expert to detect them. But 
for a light shade on one side of the 
engraved picture of Andrew Jack- 
son they would be perf As it is, 
they co almost unchallenged. 

Posing as a New York man and 
an artist, Wilken pretended to be a 
Giscipie of the palette and the 
brush in this city, coming here about 
n year ago. He had rooms at No. 
i South Hill street, where he 
maintained his “studio” and did his 
counterfeiting, but he lived in an- 
other part of the city, the location 
of which will not be given by the 
officers. 

In his “studio” he not only hed 
the outfit of an artist, but also one 
of the most complete counterfeiting 
Plants ever found on the Pacific 
Coast. 


His counterfeiting tools he kept 
behind a panel in a closet in his 
room, and so cleverly hidden that 
no Officers would have been able to 
find the stuff if Wilken had not dis- 
closed its whereabouts. 

- The criminal genesis of Wilken 
‘ . began in 1910, according to his con- 
feasion, when he commenced to put 
the dollar silver certificates on the 
market. He was then operating 
from the city of New York. It is 
known thet he got rid of more than 
5000 of these bills. 

WIDELY SCATTERED. 

In 1913 he worked on the $5 sil- 
ver certificate Indian-head bills and 
e@attered them all over the country, 
from New York to Chicago. Then 
followed the $10 Federal bank bill 


of Minneapolis. These were so good |C 


that a hurry call was sent out fro 
the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment to head off the counterfeiter, 
if possible. Thousands of postal 
cards were sent all over the coun- 
try calli attention to the note and 
warning dealers and others to be on 
their guard. 

One of these cards fell into the 
hands of a salesman in Trumbliey’s 
Wwelry store in Santa Cruz. A man 
entered the place and purchased a 
fountain pen, on Thursday, tender- 
ing a $10 bill in payment and re- 

ving $7.50 in change. After the 
purchaser left the place the sales- 
man, Fred Occutt, looking at the 
bill, made up his mind that it was 
a counterfeit. He took it to one of 
the danke, and it was pronounced 
good. At another bank it was de- 
clared to be a counterfeit. 

An officer was summoned and 
the passer was found at the station, 
ready to leave the city. It was Wil- 
ken. He protested his innocence, 
but was taken to the office of the 
Sherif, He jumped out of an open 
window to the ground below. A gun 
fight ensued, and Wilken, who had 
ah automatic with sixty rounds of

WINERIES SAVE 
GRAPE GROWERS 


Salvaged by Wine Men. 


Each Branch of Industry 
Dependent on Other. 


— — 


Fallacy of “Drys’” Claim 
Proven by State Expert. 


The contention of the “Dry” 


the wine industry has just been com- 
pletely shattered by an authorita- 
tive statement, backed by facts, 
figures and photopraphs, made by 
Horatio F. Stoll, a member of the 
State Viticultural.. Commission, in 
which he proves conclusively the 
three branches of the industry are 


closely interwoven, and that ruina- 


tion of one means the ruination of 
all. He has been spending a few 


days here on a tour of the South. 


“Here are some photographs,” he 
said yesterday, “which I have just 
received from Fresno showing hun- 
dreds’ of tons of raisin and table 
grapes, that have been injured by 


the wineries of the Fresno section. 
“These grapes would be a total 

loss but for the fact that they can be 

taken to the wineries and sold for 


which, on the face of it, showed it, 
to have been executed by Guy O. 


San Diego, Orange, Pomona, Ana 
heim, Santa Ana, Upland and On- 
tario, under the auspices of the Cal- 
ifornia Grape Protective Association. 
PROVIDENTIAL. 


“It seems almost like a deliberate 
act of Providence that the heavy 
rains of the last few weeks should 
come at this time to refute the false 
statements made by the dry leaders, 
and to prove to the voters of Cali- 
fornia that the only salvation of our 
grape industry lies in the mainte 
nance of the wineries. 

“At the beginning of the vintage. 
the raisin crop of California was 
estimated at 100,000 tons. After the 
first downpour, the California Asso- 
ciated Raisin Company announced 
that 25 per cent. of the crop had 
been damaged by the rain. There- 
fore, 25.000 tons of raisins. which 
are equivalent to 109.000 tons of 
fresh Muscat grapes, were damaged 
and the wineries are called upon to 
take care of the situation. 

“It is hoped that half of the raisin 
grapes still undried may be sal 
vaged as raisins, bu the other halt 
will have to be handled by the winer- 
les. In other words, about 50.000 
tons of grapes that were laid out on 
the trays and had not yet been 
turned over, are now being delivered 
to the wineries as they have been 
hopelessiy damaged and are unfit 
for raisin purposes. 

PRACTICAL SALVAGE. 


“The rain has deen general 
throughout the State and has af- 
fected all the raisin districts. The 
California Wine Association is not 
only taking care of the Fresno raisin 
grape growers, but it is also buying 
at $12 per ton the Muscat grapes 
that have been laid out on the trays 
at Escondido in San Diego county, 
in the Cucamonga district in San 
Bernardino county, and the Eti- 
wanda district in Riverside county. 

“The table grape industry is also 
badly hit. In the Lodi section at 
least 15,000 tons of grapes are stil 
on the vines. Half of these grapes 
are already unfit for packing and ar-

As a matter of justice it ts ad- 
vocated that some enabling legisia- 
tion should be passed at the next 
session of the State Legislature that 
would allow the appropriation of a 
portion of the State funds for the 
maintenance of a central junior col- 
lege here. The hope is also ex- 
pressed that the enrollment in such 
an institution would grow so rapid- 
ly, and the demand for further work 
would be so great that eventually 
the institution would expand into a 
State university for Southern Cali- 
fornia, 

It le understood, however, that the 
regents of the State University are 
opposed to the plan of a separate 
junior college for Los Angeles or 
Southern California, in epite of the 
fact that their lower classes are 
overcrowded. It is said that this 
cpposition is based on the belief that 
it would seriously cut down the en- 
roliment at the State University and 
thus possibly curtail its appropria- 
tions. 

Students of the junior college at 
the Los Angeles High School are 
enthusiastically supporting the pro- 
position of a separate institution, 
and its retention in the old main 
building. They have issued an ap- 
peal to the parents of the students, 
the high school alumni and all 
others interested, to help agitate the 
subjiect and create sentiment for a 
separate junior college.

UILDING ACTIVITY IN LOS ANGELES. 
There is cause for genuine optimism 
in the building situation in Los Angeles at 
this time. Careful observers have been pre- 
dicting for many months that conditions in 
this city were bound to take a pronounced 
upward trend before the present year had 
come to a close. The recent improvement 
in all lines has been gratifying, especially 
after the three years of comparative inac- 
tivity through which Los Angeles has just 
passed, but it is in building operations that 
the first signs of a great awakering are to 
be seen. 

The first evidence of a revival of general 
interest in building came early in the sum- 
mer, When numerous individuals and firms 
began constructing houses and bungalows 
for the market. Very little building for 
investment had been done for a long time, 
and this “feeling-out” movement by the 
builders was watched with considerable in- 
terest. Flats and apartment houses began 
to spring up in increasing numbers all over 
the city about the same time, many of the 
latter type of structures being quite costly 
and pretentious. Then the home builders, 
who in years past had astonished the world 
by their activities, began again to swell the 
construction-permit figures. 

This summer activity, however, was as

digmiss Petrograd as an imitation of 
Other European capitals, declares 
John Reed, in the Metropolitan, but 
to me Petrograd seems more char- 
acteristically Russian, with its im- 
mense facades of government build- 
ings and barracks marching along as 
far as the eye can reach, broad 
streets and mighty open spaces. The 
great stone quays along, the Neva, 
the palaces, cathedrals and imperial 
avenues paved with cobbles, grew 
under the hands of innumerable serfs 
chained in a swamp by the will of a 
tyrant, and were cemented with their 
blood: for where Petrograd now 
sprawis for miles and miles, a city 
built for giants, wag nothing but a 
feverish marsh a hundred and ft) 
years ago. And there, where no 
roads naturally lead, the most deso- 
late spot, the most vulnerable and 
the most remote from any natural 
center of the Russian empire, Peter 
the Great had a Whim to found his 
capital. Twenty thousand slaves a 
year Jor ten years were killed by 
fever, cold and disease in the bulld- 
ing of Petrograd. Nine times the 
court nobles themselves conspired 
to wreck the hated city and force 
the court to return to Moscow; three 
times set fire to it, and three times 
the Czar hung them at the doors of 
the palaces he had forced them to 
build. A powerful section of the’ 
reactionary party has always agi- 
tated for the restoration of Moscow 
as the capital; and it is only.in the 
last twenty years that the popula- 
tion of Petrograd has not been ar- 
tificially kept up. 


Proposed to Erect Breakwater and 
Benefit Climate of Europe. 
[Chicago Journal:] Some interest- 


ing information concerning the gulf 
stream has been sent out by the bu- 


reau of fisheries. It appears that 


about the year 1882 thet great river 
of warm water made a considerable 
change in its course, flowing much 
farther out to sea from the Amer- 
wan coast than formerly. 


The cola 
water from the Labrador current 


took its place, and warm water fish, 
which had been living near the bot- 
tom at about the 100-fathom depth, 
were killed by the million. 


Ten years later the guif stream 


began to swing back to its former 


course, and almost immediately the 
warm water fish reappeared on their 
old feeding grounds. 

Scientists, of course, have known 
of these mutations from the frst, 


but to the ordinary citizen they are 


new and suggestive. The damage 


done by even a slight shifting of the 
gulf stream in the wrong direction 


calls attention to the benefits that 


might be derived by giving it a free 


course as far to the northward as 


it cares to go. An American en- 


gineer of international standing ts 
authority for the statement that the 
cold Labrador current, which now 
meets the gulf stream off the coast 
of New Foundland and deprives that 
great ocean river of half its warmth 
and utility. can be stopped and d- 
verted to midocean by a breakwater 


near Cape Race. He claims that 


this will allow the gulf stream to 
dow undisturbed several 
miles farther north than it now does, 
with 
ef northwestern Europe and north- 
eastern America. His estimate of 
the cost of this work was only a 
tiny fraction of what has been spent 
since on the battle lines of France 
and Flanders.

THE MISSING FACT. 

A fabricated story can never ex- 
actly controvert the truth. In a 
case where the truth is the basis 
of defense the facts dovetail in with 


one another to a nicety. In a manu- 
factured defense there ig always an 
element, that if discovered, leads to 
exposure. This fact frequently leads 
to the undoing of prisoners. As an 
instance in point: 

James Reardon was on trial for 
arson. His home had burned under 
suspicious circumstances. The prose- 
cution was able to-show opportunity, 
motive and the prisoner's great need 
for ready money. The house and 
contents were apparently over- 
insured. Reardon had previously 
been engaged in shady transactions. 
His story as told on the witness 
stand was at odds with the testimony 
of other witnesses. 

The house had burned on June 
10. Witnesses had testified that the 
prisoner had promised the day be- 
fore the fire, several clamorous cred- 
tors that he would settle their ac- 
counts in a few days. It was shown 
that he had purchased ten gallons 
of gasoline when he could have had 
no direct use for the fluid. Other 
witnesses testified that they had 
passed the prisoner on the road 
within a mile of his home, an hour 
before the fire. 

Reardon, on the other hand, 
swore that the promises to pay were 
not made in sincerity, but to stave 
off the wolves. He declared that 
the large purchase of gasoline was 
made for the sake of economy, his 
wife using the article in cleaning 
clothes. The more damaging testi- 
mony that he was near his home 
within an hour of the fire, when he 
had testified that he had left his 
home on the noon train on the $th, 
a day before the fire he sought to 
controvert by producing three wit- 
nesses who swore they were at the 
station and saw the prisoner board 
the train on that day. 

DAMNING CIRGUMSTANCE,. 


The prosecuting attorney, up to’ 
this point, had been sorely vexed 
over his case. In his own mind: he 
was far from positive that the pris- 
ener was gullty. When the three 
men went on the stand and swore 
that they were with the prisoner 
and saw him board the train at noon 
on the 9th of June, the attorney's 
demeanor underwent a change.

She said she 
heard three shots, heard a woman 
cry, “Oh, please don't, George!” 
and on arising and looking into the 
Silvers’ room, saw their 5-year-old 
son standing on his bed, crying bit- 
terly. She said she saw Silver, 
clutching «a smoking revolver, ad- 
vance to the window, close the shut- 
ters and draw a blind. Then she 
fainted. Two hours later she re- 
covered and said she heard Silver 
talking to hits brother and planning 
to say that he mistook his wife for 
a burglar. 
This story created a great stir. Sil- 
ver was arrested and demanded an 
immediate trial. He was placed in 
prison and was thought to be in 
danger of hanging. 
Then it was discovered that the 
woman, a habitual user of morphine, 
had undoubtedly dreamed the story. 
She had heard the three shots and 
later heard people talking. She 
realized in her stupor that Mrs. Sil- 
ver had been shot. The rest of her 
testimony was the result of her drug 
as it was shown that the things she 
testified to were physical Impossibili- 
ties. 
PHYSICAL IMPOSSIBILITY. 
It was shown that no matter how 
far she had leaned out of her 
window she could not have seen the 
baby on the bed “crying bitterly.” 
There were no shutters on the 
window of the Silver home and the 
blind was undrawn. When the wom- 
an stated that she had heard Silver 
plotting with his brother, he was in 
reality two miles away, notifying his 
mother-in-law of the accident. It 
was further shown that Silver's story 
of the shooting was borne out by 
other physical evidence, all three 
shots being in a direct line and must 
have been fired by him while in a 
reclining position in his bed. and 
from no other position. It was also 
shown that Silver had always feared 
burglars and that his wife, on the 
night of the shooting, had arisen, 
gone to a bathroom and Was return- 
ing with a damp towel when she was 
shot down.

When Whole Cities are 
Night, will be Eclipsed by 


Tremendous Building Activ ities of the Immediate Past, 


Constructed Almost Over 
Plans Unfolding — Perma- 


nent Plants Among Our Biggest Structural Assets. 


HE equeak of protest from 
nervous residents around 

Hollywood and Griffith Park, 
who shrink from the sound of ham- 
mering, hag called attention to the 
extent of the building operations at 
the movie studios of Los Angeles. 
We have heard a lot about the 
movie actors and the enormous pay 
roll they bring to Los Angeles. But 
the movies in the role of carpenters 
and house builders bask in a new 
light. 
Talk about your bungalow bulld- 
ers! Griffith, Ince, Lasky, Fox, Sen- 
nett and the rest of the movie mag- 
nates build whole towns full of bun- 
galows and palaces and ballrooms 
every week. Compared with the 
movies as carpenters, these own- 


your-own-home companies are as a 
lath nail compared to a bridge 
isplke. 


IN ONE WEEK. 


Los Angeles is the only city in the 
world where towns are built one 
week; torn down and built up again 
the next. As the carpentets’ friend 
and favorite, the movie directors can 
safely be invited to march up the 
center aisle and get the iron cross. 
Also, apart from these temporary 
structures, some of the most exten- 
sive building operations of the last 
year or so in Los Angeles have been 
the permanent studio plants con- 
structed in and about this city. 

During the * following the 
outbreak of the war in Furope, 
hundreds of Los Angeles carpenters, 
plumbers, painters and other trades- 
men kept their grip on prosperity 
through the big operations soiling on 
at the picture studios. 

TEN THOUSAND. 
Including actors, mechanics, etc., 
nearly 10,000 people worked on the 
production of “Intolerance.” At 
times there were as many as 300 
carpenters and other workmen em- 
ployed on this production. During 
the period from August 1, 1915, to 
May 1, 1916, so much was going on 
at the various picture studios that 
the supply of workmen ran out—a 
carpenter famine resulted. 

On the big Babylon set in “Intol- 
erance”™ Griffith used $85,000 worth 
of lumber. The initial work of build- 
ing is no accurate guide for the con- 
struction bills. A large part of the 
Babylon set had to be built and torn 
down three times. After the work

In the early days of motion pic- 
tures, the scenery was chieAy flimsy 
stuff patched together.

SOME COST.

Nothing but real gold has the right 
sheen in the camera. For one of the 
palace scenes in the court of Bel- 
shazzar, Griffith had numerous silver 
loving cups manufactured by a local 
jeweler.

ing up one of the scenes, some enter- 


prising soul appropriated all the 
cups and is probably having Bel- 
shazear feasts of his own. 


In the desert scéne showing the 
camp of Cyrus, Griffith hada road 
built of solid planking with dirt 
thrown on top. Under his order, a 
Los Angeles nursery sent out a force 
of gardeners with palm trees, which 
they propped up in the sand. 

INCE STUDIOS. 

The Ince studies, at Culver City, 
which cost $250,000, are regarded 
as one of the handsomest, costilest 
and most ext ively equipp or- 
wanization in the industry, maintain- 
ing weekly a minimum of ninety 
men —earpenters, painters, plaster- 
eers, paper hangers, plumbers, tin- 
smiths, electricians, cabinet makers, 
wood carvers, and upholsterers. But 
Robert Brunton, art director, under 
whose supervision the construction 
forces work, is responsible for the 
statement that rarely is the com- 
pany eble to get along with only 
ninety men. 

“More than 100 men usually are 
at work here,” declared Mr. Brun- 
ton, in a recent interview, “and

LUMBER. 


As is the case in virtually all 
other studios, lumber is the most 
largely used materia in the con- 
struction of settings at the Ince 
plants. Statistics furnished by Mr. 
Brunton show that approximately 
5000 feet are consumed each week, 
and often it is necessary to double 
this quantity. The woods used 
range from cumbersome timbers to 
shingles; from Oregon pine to Cir- 
cassian walnut. 

The material used in next great- 
est quantity is plaster. This is em- 
ployed in the making of walls, floors. 
fireplaces and statuary, and the 
average weekly consumption is about 
three tons. The sculpturing depart- 
ment is in charge of M. J. Doner, 
the noted sculptor, who made many 
of the decorations for the 
exposition. 

Other figures quoted by Mr. Brun- 
ton show the average weekly in- 
vestment by the Ince plants in fur- 
niture is $750 (purchases, not rent- 
als.) paints $200 (200 gallons.) wall 
paper $150 (500 rolls.) hardware 
(screws, nails, shade rollers, fau- 
cets,) $100, draperies $100, and elec- 
trician and tinsmith materials $75. 

AT LASKY. 

The Lasky company is about to 
bulld a big glass and steel studio 
in Hollywood. It will be one of the 
finest structures of the kind seen 
here. 

All summer the Lasky company 
has been using a small army of 
workmen on the sets for “Jeanne 
Are.“ For one of the scenes, they 
built a cathedral chapel which must 
have cost a small fortune. It had 
a gallery seating 500 or 600 peo- 
ple, and all the hangings were fine 
tapestries made in Los Angeles. 

A special feature of this play, giv- 
ing work to many Los Angeles peo- 
ple were the banners The Maid 
of France must have been strong 
for “trimmings,” for her motion- 
picture soldiers carried most 
gorgeous banners. Some of them 
were painted in stencil by Los Ange- 
les artists; but others were heavily 
embroidered and were probably as 
fine as any that the real Jeanne 
d' Are ever saw. 

Among the Jeanne d’Arc scenery 
was a big drawbridge—big enough 
in fact to accommodate a battle be- 
tween hundreds of soldiers that took 
place thereon. For the scene of the

EUROPE MOBILIZED. 


Millions of Men Prepared for War 
in Six and Eight Days. 

[New York Sun: ] When the war 
in Europe suddenly exploded, Ger- 
many mobilized 4,000,000 men in 
six days. France mobilized 2,000,- 
000 in eleven days. It has 
taken eight days to keep 28. 
000 militiamen in the various States 
included within the military dis- 
trict of the Department of the East 
in their camps. There are 128,690 
men in the National Guard of the 
United States. In eight days only 
a little more than 21 per cent. of 
them have been got to camp or to 
mobilization centers, and very few 
of these organizations were ade- 
quately equipped. 


They had their rifles, yes. There |. 


has been no shortage in rifies or in 
ammunition. But in many cases 
they hadn't the extra equipment 
required for field service. The re- 
sult was a perfect turmoil of ac- 
tivity in getting this lacking equip- 
ment. 

Here is a sample of the situation 
as it has disclosed itself. A cav- 
alry command (not of this State) 
mobilized with reasonable celerity. 
A Staff officer called the cavalry 
commander on the phone. 

“Are you ready; ready.to move 
when ordered?“ he inquired. 

“Oh, ‘yes. We are ready. You 
can call us at any time.“ 

“How about your horses? 

“Well (chesitatingly.) we haven't 
got the number of horses we ought 
to have.” 

The Department of the East is tn 
close touch with the militia organ- 
| izations of the States within its dis- 
trict, all of the coast States from 
Maine to Mississippi and the inte- 
rior States of Vermont, West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
with the District of Columbia. Sev- 
enty-three per cent. of the available 
militia force of the whole country 
must come from th States. Ac- 
cording to the best information, 
there is a general shortage of sup- 
plies that are indispensable if the 
organizations are to be sent to the 
border. Some regiments lack hats, 
some Diankets, some shoes. 

The, other day the government 
closed u eontract with two St. Louis 
concerns for a big order of shoes. 
The government paid, it is stated, 
$4.40 a pair for shoes that had been 
selling at $2.65 to $2.95. A pre- 
mium had to be paid because no- 
body had foreseen that a big lot 
of soldiers’ shoes would be required. 
They had to be got in a hurry and 
the price went up.

LADY BUG’S COUSIN TO 
GUARD CITRUS GROVES. 


Sicilian Insect Whose. Larvae Have Large Appetite for 

the Destructive Mealy Bug is Propagated at the State 
Laboratory in Pasadena, for Campaign in Orchards of 
Central and Southern California.

A T PASADENA the State Horti- 


which E. J. Branigan is breeding 
paraleptomastix abnormis, a near 
relative of the common lady-bug, a 


parasite imported from Sicily, to 


eat up the destructive mealy bug 
now attacking citrus groves in vari- 
ous parts of Southern and Central 
California. 


The growers have tried fumigating 


and spraying, and have failed to get 
satisfactory results in dealing with 
the mealy bug, so the Horticultural 
Commission is now importing bene- 
ficial insects from Japan and Bicily. 
The object is to develop a mighty 


host of foreign bugs that will light 

in and eat up all the mealy hosts. 
The cultivation of subtropical 

fruits in California had its origin 


south of the Tehachepi, and the 


major portion of such fruits is still 


grown in Southern California. As a 


rule work with parasitic and pre 
daceous insects is resultful only in 
the case of pests which are intro 
duced from ‘foreign countries. It 


happens that most of the serious, 


plant and tree pests in Southern 
California at the present time are 
introduced pests, probably because 
no plants closely related to citrus 
fruits and Wes are indigenous to 


California. 


So a large part of the activities of 


the State insectary has been and 
will continue to be with the insect 
pests of subtropical ‘plants. 


POOR LOCATION. 
There is no denying that the work 


of the insectary has been greatly 
handicapped in the past by its loca- 
tion at Sacramento, since for finan- 
cl reasons much traveling back 
and forth has been impossible and

the sending of delicate parasites by 
mail has never been satisfactory. 

Moreover, the proper colonization 
of parasites and other bugs in the 
groves is of great importance, and 
it has not heretofore been a possi- 
bility, since the State has had to de- 
pend upon persons who, though will- 
ing and anxious th do all' in their 
power to assist in the work, have 
not possessed the intimate knowl 
edge of the parasites which is a 
requisite to their proper handling. 

Likewise it is of the utmost im- 
portance to follow closely the prog- 
ress of new introductions into the 
groves, and this has not been possi- 
ble in the past. For these reasons 
the commission recently established 
the sub-laboratery at Pasadena, 
where Mr. Branigan is breeding 
Sicillan insects. He will occupy 
himself for the present with the 
colonization of this and other new 
ones which the State commission is 
receiving from Prof. Clausen, who 
is now in the Orient collecting bene- 
ficial insects. 

SAFETY FIRST. 


Of course all new insects will, as 
heretofore, be sent to Sacramento 
first, where they can be studied in 
insect-prodéf rooms. There any dan- 
gerous forms can and will be elimi- 
nated, and after their life histories 
have been carefully studied, any 


| promising species of value to sub- 
tropical fruits will be forwarded to 
the sub-laboratory in Pasadena for 


breeding and colontzation. Such an 
arrangement will make it possible 


7 experimenters to keep much 
cl 


oser tabs on suitable locajities for 
the placing of parasitic colonies. 

On account of the scarcity of 
room fer growing plants upon 
which to raise mealy bugs. the State 
insectary is carrying out its experi- 
ments by raising mealy bugs on po- 
tato sprouts. Many other host 
plants have been tried, but they 
have all been cast aside for the low- 
ly spud sprout. 

Ordinary Irish potatoes are placed 
in box trays three inches deep. The 
trays are fitted into eages for sprout- 
ing. The bottom of each tray is 
filled with sand about an inch deep. 
Thej potatoes are fitted in closely 
and ‘moistened. The trays are then 
placed in a large cupboard-like cage. 
This cage is darkened with canvas 
and kept in a warm greenhouse. 

THEN THE BUGS. 

The sprouts grow very rapidly and 
are stocked with pests when an ex- 
perimenter places in each tray 4 
number of Jemons which are infested 
with young mealy bugs. 

Propagation of mealy bugs in this 
manner is expected to be of great 
value im transportation of their 
enemies across the continent, as it 
is almost impossible to get infested 
plants to live long enough for such 
a trip. In the trays, after sprouting, 
the potatoes wiil form a hew crop 
of tubers in the sand. and in the 
course of time these, too, will sprout, 
keeping the food supply continuous 
for a long period. 

When the potatoes in the cage be- 
gin to sprout, ladybugs and other in- 
sects are placed in the tray. When 
the supply of mealy bugs in the tray 
is exhausted by the parasites and 
lady-bugs, the tray is shifted to the 
bottom of the cage, and a fresh tray 
filled with mealy-bug-infested po- 
tato sprouts is placed above it, so 
that the lady-bug larvae and other 
parasites can crawl up to where 
there is an abundance of food. 


EDUCATORS.

Dr. Rice is a Har- 
vard graduate and has gained dis- 
tinction as a South American ex- 
plorer. Mrs. Rice, whose father was

D. Widener. Mr. Widener was one 


of the Titanic victims. 


Magistrate John F. Kearney has 
completed fifty years as a priest of

George A. Reisner, whose latest dis- 
coveries relative to ancient Ethiopia 
are being heralded, is director of an 
expedition jointly supported by Har- 
vard University and the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts. Dr. Reisner and 
his aides have been working at Gebel 
Barkal, 250 miles up the Nile from 
Kerman, in the province of Dongola. 
He has found remains of the civil- 
ization there between the years 1604 
B.C. and 100 A.D. This leading 
American Egyptologist is a native of 
Indianapolis, and won his A.B. and 
Ph.D. degrees at Harvard, where he 
specialized in Semitic languages. 
After an apprenticeship of a year as 
an assistant in the Royal Museum in 
Berlin. where he worked in the 
Egyptian department, he returned to 
Harvard and began to teach. In 
1899 he went to Egypt to explore its 
soll for the University of California. 
In 1905 he began the series of ex- 
plorations for his present employers, 
which have continued to this day, 
and. have given him international 
renown. In the meantime he has 
been made full professor of Egypt- 
ology in Harvard, and curator of the 
Boston! Museum's Egyptian depart- 


ment. 


Constant Cordier, who is to be the 
head of the military department of 
Harvard University, was stationed 
in Boston last vear in charge of the

HE area of the State of California 

is 158,360 square miles. The only 
countries comparable with California 
in area, climate and products are Italy, 
with 110,550 square miles, and Spain, 
with 194,783 square miles.

In his October letter 
Mr. Graves says this about the prod- 
ucts of California: 

“Within the past few years three 
great staple crops have been added to 
California’s source of agricultural 
wealth. In the order of their impor- 
tance they are: 

“First—Cotton. Cotton growing 
started in a very modest way in the 
Imperial Valley. The crop of 1916 of 
that valley and of lands adjoining 
across the Mexican border, all con- 
trolled and cultivated by California 
farmers, will probably run over 100,000 
bales. This crop is raised in a rainless 
belt. Moisture is applied by irrigation. 
The yield per acre exceeds that of the 
best cotton lands of the Southern States. 
Climatic conditions for its production 
and proper maturing are ideal. The 
quality of the cotton grown in Imperial 
is most excellent. Well-informed peo- 
ple predict that the cotton crop of this 
valley will, in a few years, run up to 
1,000,000 bales or more per annum. At 
prices realized for this commodity one 
can, readily e what such a crop will 
amount to in dollars and cents. 

“Second—Rice. Only a feW years 
ago it was demonstrated that Califor- 
nia could raise rice successfully. The 
increase in acreage planted to this re- 
munerative crop has been phenomenal. 
The industry is a success and firmly es- 
tablished. At present the rice-growing 
centers are Butte, Glenn, Tulare and 
Kern counties. In many instances rice 
is being grown on lands unfit for the 
cultivation of any other product—upon 
waste lands, as it were. The rice vield 
of California will soon equal in value 
the output of all other varietus of 
grain. 

“Third—Dates. Without any noise 
or bluster, the enterprising citizens of 
a portion of Southern California are en- 
gaged in establishing date culture. The 
output of the date gardens now being 
planted will, in ten years, bring more 
money to our State than our citrus 
crop and far more money than all our 
deciduous fruits. Date raising is at 
present confined to the Coachella 
Valley. There are in this valley, above 
and below Indio, lying mostly in River- 
side county, more than 50,000 acres of 
land suitable for date culture. Under- 
lying this vast tract is ample water for 
its irrigation. The lift is not over forty 
feet. Electric power has. been intro- 
ducéd on this tract for pumping pur- 
poses. Each date grower has his own 
well and is independent as far as water 
is concerned. 

“For several years the United States 
government has maintained an experi- 
mental date farm near Indio. It is in 
charge of a capable and successful 
date gtower, Prof. Drummond. He has 
already shown that date growing is a 
success in this valley. Private parties 
have engaged in the business and there 
are now planted in the valley some 


40,000 imported and 500,000 seedling 
date trees. The yield of a date garden 
in full bearing will run as high as 8000 
pounds per acre. This year dates 
grown there are netting the growers 
40 cents per pound wholesale. In a 
few years the date yield from this 
valley will be enormous and the money 
returns per acfe will far exceed any- 
thing grown on any land under the 
sun.” 

And these are not all the new prod- 
ucts introduced into the State of late, 
for to these might be added the avo- 
cado, which promises to become a 
thing of commercial impogtance to the 
State of California and to the United 
States in general. 

Mr. Graves refers to the utilization 
of lands heretofore considered waste. 
One can go back fifty years in Califor- 
nia and come down through all the 
years until today, and at every step of 
his progress he will find lands before- 
hand considered waste and useless 
which now are among the most valu- 
able in the world. In fact, there is very 
little, if any such thing, as waste land 
in California. All that is needed to 
make most of it exceedingly fertile is 
a little water, and that is obtainable 
generally now and will become more 
so as the years pass. 

Here is the great beauty of Califor- 
nia soils and climate, that a little patch 
of land properly cultivated will support 
a family in comfort, and a larger patch 
will support them in affluence. Just 
think of an acre of dates down in the 
Coachella Valley, what it will do as a 
wealth-producer and family-sustainer! 


Will Wilson Be Frank? 


N HE Presidential campaign now 

drawing to its close involves many 
questions of vital importance to the 
American people. There is protective 
tariff or free trade to be decided. There 
is the foreign policy of the country, 
which under Mr. Wilson’s lead has for- 
gotten every letter of Washington's ad- 
vice to the country in his farewell ad- 
dress.

He is de- 
liberately attempting to blind the eyes 
of the voters of the country by plead- 
ing that he was working for an eight- 
hour day for all laborers in the United 
States. This is an emotional matter, 
that if accepted at its face value would 
undoubtedly gain for the administra- 
tion many votes. 

But Mr. Wilson will not and dare 
not, nor will any of the speakers who 
plead his cause dare to be perfectly 
frank or half frank in stating this part of

The Itafian bees, on the other hand, are 
comely—honey combly, in fact—sweet tem- 
pered, contented, patient, long-suffering and 
kind. They may be tamed to eat from the 
hand and they are not wasteful with their 
stingers. They cannot all sing like Caruso, 
but they hum in a kindly way and show lit- 
tle antipathy to visitors.

and there is much abroad to feed upon. The 
orange blossoms, peach blossoms, poppy 


fields, wild sage, alfalfa, wild mustard and

B’gosh! they even bring bees in car- 
load lots from Utah and Colorado just to 
winter them in the sunny Southwest. 

Possibly one or two of you may have 
heard the story of the city girl who visited 
country relatives for the first time and 
found honey on the breakfast table. “Ah!” 
she exclaimed with interest. “I see you keep 
a bee.” 

My family has always been eager to add 
a mess of bees to our rather ambitious col- 
lection of wild and domestic pets. We had 
most everything from a goat to a horned 
toad, but were a trifle shy on bees of our 
own. One one occasion I essayed to trap 
a pilgrim flock of these feverish insects. 
I met them on the highway as they were 
swarming on the crossarm of a telephone 
pole. I had nothing to hold them but a 
plug hat. With this in hand I mounted 
a step ladder and sang until the bees could 
stand it no longer. They let go and fell 
into my dome-shield. When the hat was 
full I clapped it on my head to keep the 
insects from again escaping and started 
back for my place, But before I had gone 
very far the bees began to trickle out 
around my ears and bite me. Finally I 
began to run and when I got home I found 
I had beaten my hat two or three city 
blocks. I think those bees must have es- 
eaped from the German army. 

When I was a lad I always thought a man 
who kept bees was a person of great 
courage. The ones I associated with al- 
ways seemed to have barbwire tails and 
red-hot at that. I was a bum hand at 
picking out what we called “pets.” When I 
picked up one that appeared to have a 
nice, round terminal station he would sur- 
prise me by running a hot darning needle 
an inch or two into my thumb and then 
float away in ghoulish glee. 

So it was I was never very enthusiastic 
over our household idea of raising our own 
honey.

D EARLY BELOVED, citizens ot this 


you will all be called upon to exercise your- 


privilege and do your duty by voting for 
the members. of the national government 
which will conduct the affairs of the na 
tion for four years following March 4, 1917. 

Your Eagle, friends, is an old bird, and 
since he came into existence this election 
will be the nineteenth national gathering 
of the citizens to elect a Chief Executive 
and a national legislature. Your Eagle has 
taken much interest in these elections and 
has watched many of them with an earnest 
mind. You see just a year after he first 
broke his shell and gave his first peep, Gen. 
William H. Harrison was elected President 
of the United States. The Eagle has no- 
ticed that there is something about these 
like the dressing of 
a woman for her marriage. There is some- 
thing old and something new, something 
borrowed and something blue, on every 
properly-arrayed bride. 

Of course, the Eagle does not know from 
personal observation what happened at the 
election of 1840, but he has heard from 
participants in that battle of ballots some- 
thing about it. That was the year when 
Maine went “hell-bent for Gov. Kent, for 
Tippecanoe and Tyler, too.” That was 
when the old Pine-tree State first got the 
reputation of setting the pace which way 
the whole Union would go. Her leadership 
was right in line with her motto, “Dirigo.” 

The next election, in 1844, your Eagle 
speaks about by hearsay and recalls a 
story he heard in New York when he was 
a little eaglet. Lewis Cass of Michigan 
Was an ardent seeker for the Democratic 
nomination that year, and all through the 


North were organized Cass clubs. In that 
littie New York village when the Demo- 
cratic convention was in session, the mem- 
bers of a Cass club were in session waiting 
for the news, thinking that they would have 
a chance to cheer for their political hero. 
The evening wore on, and a telegram was 
received by one of the members who whis- 
pered the news to the chairman that James 
K. Polk of Tennessee had been nominated 
as the Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency. The chairman was a thorough poli- 
ticlan ready to shift from one to another 
as the circumstances required, but being 
a little hard of hearing or the communica- 
tion being given in too low a tone, he mis- 
took the name. He rose, and addressing 
his club informed them that the choice of 
the convention had fallen upon “that thor- 
ough-going American patriot, that great 
Democrat,. James Claypdle.” 

The bloody shirt was first raised at the 
election in 1848, Zachary Taylor, the hero 
of “Cherubusco"” being the standard-bearer 
of the Democratic party, with Millard Fill 
mote as his running mate. Americans, for 
a peace-loving people, had a great leaning 
toward military heroes ag their party stan- 
dard-bearers, Washington, Monroe, Jackson, 
Harrison, Taylor, were all military men 
prior to the great Civil War. 

In 1852 Franklin Pierce of New Hamp- 
shire was the candidate of the Democratic 
party, and in those days the nomination by 
that party was almost tantamount to an 
election. This was the first election of 
which the Eagle had any personal knowl- 
edge, and he cannot recall anything very 
distinctly from his own memory about the 
affair. 

In 1856 came the first participation of the 
Republican party in the national election. 
The candidate of the party was John C. 
Fremont. Of course, the Eagle could not 
participate in this election, but he remem- 
bers distinctly Deing at Washington's head- 
quarters in the city of Newburg on the 
Fourth of July preceding this election, when 
an old fellow spoke to a bunch of boys and 
told them of the formation of the new party, 
of its purposes, of its great American im- 
pulses, and advised them by all means to 
get info that party. Fremont was known 
as the Pathfinder, as he had crossed the 
plains to California, and the Democrats 
made all sorts of fun of him and of his 
“woolly horse.” The Democratic standard- 


bearer was James Buchanan of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the election was hotly contested. 
The Eagle recalls vividly the memory of 
the Wide-awakes who formed marching 
clubs and sang Republican songs. One of 
these had a ringing refrain to it: “Free 
speech, free press, free soil, free men, Fre 
mont and victory.” There were other 
marching clubs of the Republican party 
known as Dolly Vardens who dressed in 
all kinds of fantastic colored petticoats 
worn over their men's clothes. These were 
sometimes known as Pizaringtums. The 
Republicans made all sorts of fun of the 
Democratic nominee as “ten-cent Jimmy” 
because Buchanan had sald ten cents a day 
was enough for any laboring man in Amert- 
ca, and proved it by referring to conditions 
in Europe. 

Then came the great crisis of 1860, when 
Lincoin was nominated as the Republican 
standard-bearer, to the utter astonishment 
of everyone in the United States and to the 
disgust of many of the followers of the 
party in the North. The Democrats made 
all sorts of fun of him as a rail-splitter. He 
was considered a rough western joker and 
very lightly regarded as a statesman, in 
the East. A friend of his returned from 
New York and told him at his home in 
Springfield (III.) about the impression en- 
tertained about him in the East. He sent 
this friend right back to New York, with 
the result that a meeting was thoroughly 
advertised to take place at Madison Square 
in New York, where all the big business 
men of the East who could be got were 
gathered together. Lincoln appeared be- 
fore them, and without a joke or a refer- 
ence to anything funny he opened up the 
issues of the country in a way never heard 
by any audience before this, or from any 
human lips. When Lincoln declared “this 
country cannot be part slave and part free; 
it must be all slave or all free, and that is 
what you are to decide when you come to 
vote next November,” he there and then 
clinched the nail that fastened down the 
lid upon the coffin of his opponent political- 
ly speaking. Of course, Mr. Lincoln was 
successful in the election because of the 
division in the Democratic party, which put 
two tickets into the field. 

Then in the middie of the war came the 
re-election of Mr. Lincoln, who made his 
own slogan, “You should not change horses 
in the middle of the stream.”

apparatus by means of which a warship may 
be coaled at sea, two colliers operating at 
the same time. 

Among the more recent up-to-date coaling 
Ships are the Proteus, with a capacity of 
about 10,500 tons; the Hector, Mars and 
Vulcan. The Cyclops and the Jupiter, 
both of them large ships of 20,000 tons dis- 
placement, and carrying a cargo of about 10,- 
500 tons of coal and nearly 3000 tons of oil. 
Of about the same capacity are the Neptune, 
Nereus, Jason and Orion. Most of these 
ships can make a speed of fourteen knots, 
and are equipped with up-to-date apparatus. 

At present the Proteus and the Nareus 
are kept on the run to Cavite, P. I., carrying 
navy standard coal to the orient for the use 
of the American fleet. The route of a collier 
going from Norfolk to Manila is as follows: 
Norfolk to Panama, 1765 miles; Panama to 
Honolulu, 4711 miles; Honolulu to Nagasaki, 
2976 miles, and Nagasaki to Manila, 1306 
miles. 

“Coaling at sea may well be called the 
nightmare of the navy. Every man on board, 
whether officer or enlisted man, dreads it. 
Laborious, tedious and dirty, it is an un- 
welcome duty, to be performed as quickly as 
possible and then forgotten with fervent 
sighs of relief. 

Technically, it is complicated; every of- 
ficer and every man are compelled to take 
part in it, each having his position on the 
ship at the time of coaling. A large battle- 
ship sometimes has its bunkers filled from 
two colliers, one operating at each side. 

The coal is lifted from the collier’s hold in 
huge buckets raised by derricks, which carry 
them to the warship's chutes, the coal being 
dumped in great piles on the deck, whence 
it Is shoveled by the men into the chutes. 
Trimmers, down in the bunkers, do their 
part in properly distributing it. 

The work is heavy, dusty and dirty? and 
rolls, hot sausages and coffee are served 20 
the men every two hours during coaling. To 
further stimulate them the ship's band often 
plays stirring airs. 

A further incentive is the matter of com- 
petition between ships when two of them 
happen to be coaling simultaneously. A 
record of tu stowage on each ship is posted 
hourly. The Arkansas has a record of hav- 
ing stowed 560 tons in a single hour. 

When a warship is in port she is coaled 
from barges lying alongside; the coal being 
lifted, by derricks, in huge bags which hold 
800 pounds of coal each. The newer bat- 
tleships, such as the Arkansas, can stow 
2754 tons of coal and the Texas 2960 tons. 

ou as fuel is used in large quantities in 
the navy. Ofling a ship does away with 
much uf the labor and all of the dirt so 
trying in coaling. In port, the problem of 
pumping the oll from the huge tank on the 
dock into the pipes on the side of the ves- 
sel is comparatively a simple one. 

Supplying oj! to a ship at sea, however, 
is not yet satisfactorily settled. Experl- 

ments in fueling ships at sea with ofl form 
an important item in naval strategy at this 


time. Just what has been accomplished in 
this matter of experimen- eon May not yet 
be divulged. 

For ships at anchor there are oil barges 
for the transportation of oil to them. These 
barges have pumps fof handling the oll, and 
there is hose connection between the barge 
pumps and the pipes leading to the oil 
bunkers of the ships. 

Ships like the Arkansas carry about 400 
tons of fuel oil, but more recent ships have 
a greater oll bunker capacity: that of the 
Oklahoma is 598,400 gallons: of the Penn 
Sylvania, the newest oil-burning ship, 694,- 
830 gallons. 

Why does the navy ship its coal from this 
country at great expense to the fleet instead 
of purchasing it in a contiguous foreign 
country?’ The answer is eratifyingly 
American. Experience has proved that no 
coal is as satisfactory as the tested coal 
purchased in the United States for delivery 
on the Atlantic seaboard. 

When the fleet went around the world in 
1907 the chartered colliers. sent to supply it 
with necessary coal failed to meet the ships 
at many points. So the fleet had to pur- 
chase at ports all over the_Pacific, the In- 
dian Ocean, in the Mediterranean, and 
along the Australian Coast. Coal so pur- 
chased was found to be not up to navy 
standard. 

The lesson was obvious that new and 
better colliers were necessary to meet the 
demands of the fleet that satisfactory coal 
could not be picked up at any port, and that 
it is poor economy to use any but the best 
coal. 


The navy has had much experience in the 
use of Japanese, Chinese and Australian 
coals. At low speeds they may be used; but 


difficulty is experienced when the speed is 
increased. As a proof of the inferiority of 
Japanese coal, consider the fact that during 
the Russo-Japanese war, when speed was 
apt to be the deciding factor of an engage 
ment, the Japanese imported their coal from 
England, and used only the highest grade of 
British admiralty coal. 

During the past year the vessels of the 
United States navy consumed a mountain 
of coal weighing 790,674 tons, the quantity 
purchased being 914,045 tons, at a cost of 
$2,875,896. 

The use of fuel oil in the navy is itncreas- 
ing yearly. The quantity of fuel oll used 
last year was 931,440 barrels, at a cost of 
$928,344. Of gasoline used there were 810, 
476 gallons, at a total value of $115,714. The 
estimate for this year calls for a much 
larger supply of fuel oil. 

Admiral Griffin has referred to this in- 
crease in the use of oil as “the passing of 
coal and the advent of oll.” The new ships 
consume oll, especially the new dread- 
naughts. On the Nevada, Oklahoma, Penn- 
sylvania and Arizona oil is used exclu- 
sively. Moreover, there are nine new oil- 
burning destroyers, five auxiliaries and 
seven submarines, each of which will prob- 
ably be in operation part of this year and 
next. The new vessels authorised by the 
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recent act of Congress will all be equipped 
to use oil fuel. | 

According to the Navy Department there 
is much to be said in favor of oil. It effects 
considerable reduction in fire room com- 
_ plement; it is more efficient than coal in 
that 200 gallons of oil (two thirds of a ton) 
does the work of one ton of good coal; there 
fa no waste in oll, while there is a great 
deal of refuse in coal (ashes, etc.) with con- 
siderable additiona| loss due to fine par- 
ticles of coal going up the stacks uncon- 
sumed. 

Again, one ton of oil (300 gallons) oc- 
cupies about thirty-nine cubic feet of space 
and one ton of coal requires forty-two cubic 
feet. Space on a ship is valuable and, 
further, space that would otherwise be 
wasted may be utilized for storing oll. 
Some of our ships, it is said, store their oil 
in the space between their inner ahd outer 
skins. 

The United States navy has two ol! supply 
Ships, the Kanawa and the Ma mes, each 
of them capable of making fourteen ‘nots 
an hour and carrying 7564 tons of fue! oil.

The first gold found in Alaska was discov- 
ered there in 1854 by a Russian engineer, 
but, in the changing conditions, the camp 
Was abandoned and the discovery forgotten. 
Over twenty years ago workable placers 
were found on the northern part of the pen- 
insula not far from where che railroad now 
runs, and they are still mining there. The 
total output of the peninsula has been in 
the neighborhood of $2,000,000 worth of gold 
and only a small part of the country has 
been prospected or scratched. 

Even less work has been done in the coun- 
try running north to the Tanana Valley. 
About forty miles from Anc.worage are the 
WuHlow Creek mines, where they have re- 
cently taken out several undred thousand 
dollars’ worth of quartz gold with a little 
stamp mill. Willow Creek is about 170 miles 
north of Seward, and perhaps 300 miles from 
Fairbanks. Three mines are working there 
now, and there will be more when the coal 
from Matanuska fields can be brought in by 
the railway. 

On Broad Pass, over which the road 
crosses the mountains at an altitude of 
about 2500 feet, silver-lead ores are reported, 
and a little further north is the Bonnifield 
district, consisting of gold placers which 
have already yielded coinsiderable metal. 
And then there are the Skwetna and Yetna 

mines, west of the Talkeetna River, where— 
they are thawing placer gold out of the ice, 
and to the north and west is the Kantishna 
mining district, which contains not only 
gold, but antimony. 

Antimony has risen in price since the war 
fn Europe, and it is now worth several hun- 
dred dollars a ton. Another valuable min- 
eral which is belng mined near Fairbanks is 

« scheelite. It is a high-grade tungsten used 
“Sin the making of ammunition. The concen- 
“trate is now selling for over $3000 a ton. 

As to the Fairbanks district Itself, it has 
many gold mines, both placer and quartz

A Long Hike for Turkeys. 


United States Marshal Erwin has the 
unigue distinction of being the only man 
who has ever driven a flock of turkeys from 
the Pacific Ocean across the mountains into 
the Klondike gold region. We had been 
talking about old times in Dawson when he 
told me the story. Said he: 

“My father lived in Danville, Ky., in one 
of the chief turkey and goose raising sec- 
tions of the United States. When I was a 
boy turkey raising was a regular business 
there, and we sometimes drove our turkeys 
and geese as far as sixty miles to the mar- 
kets. We had to put shoes on them before 
starting out.” 


Thereupon I laughed. “You need not 
smile,” said the marshal, “that is the truth. 
We made the shoes by driving the geese 
through melted pitch, and then through 
sand. The sand stuck to their feet and gave 
them a pair of hard shoes, as it were. Well, 
when I came to the Klondike and saw the 
Wen prices they were getting for poultry, I 
concluded to make a fortune by bringing in 
five stock from outside. I left the camp 
and went to Seattle, where I bought 600 
chickens and eighty-four turkeys. I took 
them on a steamer a thousand miles north- 
ward to Dyea, and from there sent the 
chickens by wagon over the pass. The 
turkeys I drove. It was no trouble except 
they would persist in stopping at night. You 
cannot prevent a turkey from going to roost 
when the sun sets. I tried it, but the tur 
keys would jump up on the rocks. You 
might push them off, but they would go on 
a few steps and then get up again. To 
make a long story short, I finally got them 
over the range, and down to Lake Lebarge, 
where I took them by boat into Dawson.” 


“How did you succeed ag to the sale?” 

“Very well. But I had to learn how to 
sell them. There was a great competition 
among the provision men as to having fresh 
fowls, and every one wanted to corner the 
market and crowd out the others. When I 
entered the first store and told them I had 
eighty turkeys and 600 chickens, the dealer's 
face fell, for he saw that he could not mo- 
nopolize such an enormous proposition as 
that. I changed my plan, kept my mouth 
shut about the supply, and began to peddle 
them out in small numbers. I got $20 
apiece for the turkeys, and from $8 to $10 
for the chickens. I went from store to store 
and restaurant to restaurant, until I had 
sold all but twenty turkeys and sixty 
chickens. These I got rid of to one man at 
$10 per turkey and $5 per chicken. Alto 
gether, I got $3000 out of my chickens and 
$2000 from the ‘turkeys, so that my gross 
receipts for the trip were $5000.”

At 
the other end of the court there is an en 
closure for lame ducks, herons and other 
aquatic birds. 

All the domestic animals and those that 
dwell in the vicinity of man have their 
representatives. Rats are seen here in great 
numbers and display remarkable tameness; 
mice, sparrows, peacocks and jackals have 
their asylum in this Jain hospital.

A Strange Temple. 

[Youth’s Companion:] Undoubtedly the 
strangest pagoda in Burma, a land that is 
everywhere dotted with odd temples, is the 
Kyalk-Ti-yo Pagoda at Kelasa. The pagoda 
itself, including the long, tapering top, is 
about twenty feet high and, like all others 
in Burma, is modeled after the great gold- 
topped, jewel-bedecked Shwe Dagon Pagoda 
in Rangoon. It is a white, tapering shaft 
with an opening near the base to serve as 
an altar. 

The situation of the pagoda is, however, 
the thing that distinguishes it from all 
others, for it is on the top of a rocking 
stone the end of which protrudes over the 
verge of a precipice some thousands of feet 
high. A little bridge leads to the base rock, 
and ladders lead to the balancing stone, 
from which you get a remarkable view of 
the tree-clad, precipitols valley as deep as 
that of the Yosemite, with pagodas on every 
crest. On the altar is a great mass of hair 
clipped from the heads of devout pilgrims 
and placed there as an offering to Buddha— 
probably because the rock is said to balance 
on a hair of Buddha beneath it. Scientific 
men say that the great rock was left in its 
precarious position by a retreating glacier. 

Tradition has it that the pagoda was built 
many years ago by a devotee in obedience 


to a vision that appeared to him. Buddhists . 


believe that besides the hair there are other 
relics of their deity under the stone, and that 
they can be seen only when the rock sets it- 
self in motion at stated times. However 
this may be, the rock was balanced 80 
lightly by the glacier that unbelieving pil- 
grims are always afraid of seeing it disap 
pear into the valley. 

Another cliff in the same valley is crested 
with a more securely placed balancing stone, 
which Is topped with a similar temple, 
known as the Sampan Pagoda. The popular 
belief concerning this one is that whenever 
a pilgrim rocks the stone all his prayers are 
answered, ,

Heard From an Old Indian. 


T THE mouth of Andreas Canyon, 
A which opens out on the desert side of 
the San Jacinto Mountains, stands a 
huge pile of rocks. Larger than an ordinary 
house and removed from the general schome 
of architecture of the canyon walls, they at 
-once command the attention of the visitor. 
There are a number of great stones piled 
together and over the whole is laid one more 
massive than the others. It does not fit 
down closely but leaves a space beneath; a 
small cave hung in mid-air, so to speak. By 
much scrambling one can enter this low 
cave or passageway and, by lying flat on 
one’s back, see on the under side of the great 
rock which forms the roof some of the 
most interesting and authentic of known In- 
dian picture-writing. 

These curious signs and symbols depict 
the history of that branch of the Cahuilla 
tribe known as the Aguas Calientes, be- 
cause they live near the famous hot spring 
which today forms one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the health resort, Palm Springs, 
which has been built up around it. Not 
many of the present-day Indians can read 
this history, and if one wishes a true rendl- 
tion of it he must get one of the older mem- 
bers of the tribe to make the translation. 

Lying on my back one winter's day with 
Gabriel, a chief before the tribe forsook the 
old form of tribal government for the laws 
of the white man, ft listened to many strange 
tales of Indian life as he droned them out. 
I heard the tale of Coorklitiarts and the 


Creation and many stories of Tahquitz, the 


devil-mountain, which anpears in most of 
the Indian stories of this region. Finally 
the sunlight crept around to a remote cor- 
ner of the cave and there, in faded colors, 
were some very different characters, from 
which my interpreter read to me the story 
of the great chief, Tahchevah, and his ad- 
venture with Tahquitz, commonly known 
among the members of the tribe as ‘The 
Legend of the Palo Verde Tree.” 

“You know the desert, Scüor. and you 
have heard it said that when a Palo Verde 
grows of its own iree will near an Indian's 
house it is a sign that Tahquitz has there 
made love to an lun lan maiden and that 
love and contentment will always be in that 
‘house. This writine tells von why it is so. 

“A long time ago. be ore the padres cam», 
Our tribe lived across t ese mountains near 
the sea. They wee never very powerful, 


and when others «ame who were stronger 


they crossed the mountains into the desert 
and seitied in this canyon. It was then 
these writings were becun and the great 
Mortera stone where the women ground thé 
mesquite beans was started. 


“The chief at this time was the noble 
Tahchevah, a powerful man and much bis- 
ger than the others, who feared nothing but 
Tahquitz, himself, He bad a most beautiful 
daughter, the Princess Rayeneta, who was 
his joy in life. She had been born before 
the tribe left the seaside and was a constant 
reminder of the beloved wife who was buried 
in the land from which they had been 
driven. Rayeneta was loved by all the tribe 
for her beauty and goodness and many were 
her suitors, but she preferred to remain in 
the house of her father and he was content 
to have her do 80. 

“Tahquitz, who, vou know, lives in the 
mountain back of the springs, often saw 
the beautiful girl and wanted her for his 
bride, but the chief guarded her so carefully 
night and day that the devi) had no chance 
to make friends with her, until one day 
when she went hunting with her father 
alone. The Indians knew that Tahquitz 
lived in the mountain, and they always kept 
away from the canyon which leads up to it. 
This time the game Was scarce and when 
Tahchevah saw two deer near the mouth of 
that canyon his need for them overcame his 
fear of Tahquitz. and with Rayeneta follow- 
ing closely, he began to stalk them. They

The 
maker of them must have been drawn up 
into the clouds like moisture after a summer 
rain. Johnny unfurled the guide book, 
mounted a high rock, spread the map across 
one knee, and after the manner of Chris- 
topher Columbus discovering America, pro- 
ceéded to find herself. :

and climbed the stairs to the dining-room, 
Thoughtfully depositing our packs outside 
the door, we proceeded to startle the head 
waiter by asking for two seats, and he, poor 
fellow, unable to judge from our disguise 
whether we were rusticating members of the 
nobility or stranded movie extras, was 
forced to undergo the humiliation of piloting 
us toa table.

The return home by way of the 
southern route due west from Rincon was 
made in two days, without incident, other 
than that my 75-cent tennis shoes wore out 
on the one hundred and thirty-fifth mile and 
had to be chucked down the mountain side. 
But they had disproved Everybody's asser 
tion that they were no shoes for climbing 
and wouldn't last to Chileo. * 

We had been traveling seven days and a 
half and had covered 150 miles. It was with- 
out exception the best vacation either one 
of us had ever taken from the standpoint of 
physical and mental benefit, and to other 
girls anxious to shed for a week their digni- 
fled city existence we would unhesitatingly 
recommend a hike back into those grand old 
mountains as the best, cheapest and safest 
way of dom it. One feels an exhilarating 
setf-confidence as he stands high on a hard- 
won vantage point, reliant only on his com 
mon sense, his two feet and the pack on his 
back for the week to come and ponders for 
a moment the great scheme of things. If 
you've never tried it, go out and see for your- 
self—it'll make you glad God made those 
mountains for you to come out to, and then 
glad He made you to come out to those 
mountains. 


The Opalized Woods of Montana. 


While people everywhere have heard of 
the wonderful petrified forests of Arizona, 
few of them are aware of the existence of 
another petrified forest in Montana of equal 
extent. The latter is held to be much mare 
remarkable in many ways than the Arizona 
forests. 

The petrified forests in the Southwest are 
chiefly extraordinary by reason of the fact 
that entire trees have by the action of the 
elements undergone transformation into 
agate. The Montana forest is more extraor- 
dinary because the trees have been changed 
into opal, instead of agate, thus making 3 


very peculiar and beautiful ornamental 
stone. 
The Montana phenomenon is a very 


curious one in geology. It is no unusual 
thing to find logs and trees converted inte 
agate, chalcedony, silicate and quartz, but, 
aside from the Montana forest, there is 
probably not another example of opalized 
wood. 

In many specimens of the Montana petri 
fled wood the grain is quite discernible. The 
colors are white, bluish, smoky, blaak, and 
in every case translucent. The fact that the 
wood has been changed to opal is appareng 
at first glance, even to the layman, the beats 
tiful color and sheen of the opal being um 
mistakable.

substance known and are found in Irregular 
pieces, ranging in size from one-half to 500 
carats. 


The origin of the black diamond is a mat- 
ter concerning which most scientists remain 
silent. These dlamonds are found exclu- 
sively in one portion of the earth, in an 
area of not over 225 miles square, in Brazil. 
Here they are recovered from the gravel and 
washings of the riverbeds. No fine speci- 
mens of the gem diamond have ever been 
found in the black diamond flelds. Yet-—and 
this is the point that perplexes the scientists 
—both black and white or gem we are 
simply pure carbon, being of practically 
identical composition. The gem diamond is 
translucent and crystalline in form, while 
the other is not; the black diamond is 
harder, tougher and not so byttle, and there 
the difference ends. f 

Practically the entire output of black dia- 
monds is used for tipping diamond drills, 
the precious bits of carbon being set in pieces 
of soft steel or iron. These diamond-pointed 
drills will cut through any substance known, 
and have eaten their way through the 
hardest known rock down to a depth of 6000 
feet. Ordinary gem diamonds would be 
crushed under the enormous pressure it is 
necessary to put upon the drills when the 
bore has proceeded to a great depth No 
substance is known which could be used tn 
the stead of black diamonds for drill points 
used in boring for mineral deposits, and 
should the supply become exhausted, there 
would be no more deep borings, as there 
were none before the black diamond was dis- 
covered. 

The diamond drill is a decidedly expensive 
tool, as it is usual to place eight stones in 
each bit or drill point, add fair-sized stones, 
of from three to four carats each are more 
satisfactory and economical in the long rug 
than small ones. As the carbon is worth 
about $85 a carat, a single drill armed with 
stones of medium size would cost in the 
neighborhood of $2500.

The Argentine Republic. 


8 OR years past the Argentine Republic the littoral and interior made of the Argen- | 


has been playing a role on the Amert- 

can market, the importance of which is 
constantly increasing. The fertility of its 
soil, the excellence of its climate, the ex- 
traordinary development of its agriculture, 
and its commerce and trade, have awakened 
the confidence of the financia) world. 


The Argentine Republic occupies one of 
the most happy positions on the American 
continent on account of its natural wealth 
and its climate. This country lies on the 
south temperate zone, between 21 deg. 40 
min. and 54 deg. 25 min. of southern latitude 
and from the 62nd to 74th degree of -tongi- 
tude west of Greenwich. Between the ex- 
tremities north and south of the Argentine 
territory there is a distance of over 2300 
miles. Its width between the Brazilian and 
Chilean border fs about 1260 miles. This 
width progressively diminishes toward the 
south. Its coasts have a length of over 1600 
miles. Including the Territory of the Andes 
the Argentine Republic has an area of 
1,850,000 square miles. This territorial 
magnitude gives her the second place in 
area among the South America countries. 
The Argentine territory, in spite of its size, 
does not show, as a whole, aspects of ex- 
treme variety, nevertheless it must be di- 
vided in three different sections: 


First—The west or Andine section, most 
of it mountainous, comprising the vast zone 
marked by the Andes and its ramifications, 
abounding in mineral wealth, comparatively 
littie explored yet. This section comprises 
the northern and western or Andine prov- 
inces (states) and the western part of the 
southern national territories. 

Second—The “Pampa” section, a vast 
plain with inclination toward the south- 
east, crossed by a great number of rivers. 
This section embraces all of the central and 
southern part of the republic from the east 
of the province of Salta to the Patazonic 
territories, 

Third—This is the interfluvia! section, 
closed between the Parana and Uruguay 
Tivers, which shows a quite different char- 
acter from the other two. It coniprises the 
provinces of Entre-Rios and Corrientes, and 
the Nationa! Territory of Misiones.

tine Republic an apparently poor country. 
Its mineral wealth is to be found in the 
mountains many miles from shore; no do 
mestic animals were found; with the excep- 


tion of the “Ombie,” the king of the Pampas, 


no trees were seen on the largest part of 
its territory, and those near the rivers were 
of smal] dimensions, But, thanks to its 
magnificent pasture grounds, thanks to the 
introduction of European products, this 
country, poor only in appearance, has be- 
come one of the richest and most prosperous 
of this continent. Agriculture is in such a 
high stage of development that its grains 
are exported in enormous quantities to all 
the markets of the world; its mineral re- 
sources are in increasing exploitation; vege- 
tables, fruit trees, etc., have been planted, 
while railroads cross the country in all di- 
rections. The climate varies greatly, being 
semi-tropical in certain provinces and north- 
ern Territories, but, as a whole, it is of the 
south temperate zone and extraordinarily 
healthy. 

The Argentine Republic has a population 
of about 9,500,000 inhabitants, nearly all of 
European descent, the Latin element pre- 
dominating in a very large majority. 

The extraordinary development of the Ar- 
gentine Republic is due to the systematic 
building of railroads, They are the princi- 
pal factor of the actual prosperity of the 
country. This is true today in all the most 
flourishing provinces. The construction of 
a new Une means the complete transforma- 
tion of a vast zone. 

The first railroads were built under the 
Latin American system of concessions, the 
Federal government not only guaranteeing 
a high interest on the investment but rrant- 
ing as much as a Spanish league of land on 
each side of the tracts, exonerating the con- 
cessionaries of all customhouse duties and 
of all taxes. Today, the development of its 
commerce and trade has made such govern- 
ment protection unnecessary. Over 20,000 
miles of railroad are today in full exploita- 
tion. Until recent years mainly English cap- 
ital was invested in the construction of the 
Argentine railroads. Of late, however, the 
Federal government, having in view the fu- 
ture necessity of public ownership, is bufld- 
ing the new projected lines, 


It is highly important for us to know the 
composition of the Argentine population. 
The nurture of healthy elements gives the 
races a particular strength, so the Argen- 
tinos form a vigorous nationality; it ig com- 
posed of various human races which modify 
themselves constantly. 

We find first, two constitutive types: the 
descendants of the Spaniards who arrived 
immediately after the first conquerors, and 
the “gaucho” issue of these Spaniards with 
the Indian races. 

The African element never Was numerous 
in the country. At present there are no 
traces of those negroes brought during the 
period of Spanish colonization.’ The Eu- 
ropean immigrants and their descendants 
have mixed with those two types and their 
issue have become Argentine citizens by 
birth. This is the Argentine of today. He 
is remarkably intelligent, of rapid compre- 
hension and progressiv>. 

The economic organism of the country is 
healthy and strong and its commercial ex- 
pansion solid and progressive. The yearly 
international exchange bas surpassed the 
enormous sum of $850,000,000, of which near- 
ly 400,000,000 represents the value of the 
manufactured goods imported for the con- 
sumption of the population. It Is well known 
that the principal Argentine export products 
are wheat, woo), flax, corn, hay, beef and 
mutton, a value of over $450,000,000 of these 
products yearly sent to the United States 
and Europe. 

To be able to handle all of its interna- 
tional commerce the government not only 
promoted the building of railroads, but of 
its ports of the country. Work on the port 
of Buenos Aires was finished in 1900 and the 
port was provided with the most modern 
facilities. It handles a yearly movement of 
over 1,200,000 tons. Three other modern 
ports of extraordinary moment are those of 
La Plata, Rosario and Bahia Blanca. On the 
rivers Parana and Uruguay there are tbirty- 
four ports with very large traffic. 

The investments of the European nations 
have reached fabulous sums. It will un- 
doubtedly be interesting to the reader to 
know something about them. We are con-

Bosquejo del Estado Politico de la America Latina.

. STE articulo modesto, ha sido escrito 


por el autor, de apuntes tomados de 

las conferencias dadas por el Sefior 
Dr. Don Julio Ziegner-Uriburu de la Un- 
versidad de California del Sud y al publicario 
lo hacemos con el objeto de demostrat el 
interés que tenemos por esas naciones del 
Sud y la admiracién por su hermosa lengua. 
Desde luego este bosquejo se refiere al 
estado politico de elias al terminar su lucha 
en pro de la Independencia. 

Al primer golpe de vista causa admirac!6n 
éescubrir que existen tantos puntos an4logos 
en las historias de los varios pueblos espar- 
cidos sobre la vasta extension de América 
del Sur; pero una ojeada de los movimientos 
evelucionarios durante el perfodo de su ex-

No debemos decir que falta- 
ban alicientes para un mejor y mayor re 
gultado: al contrario, la riqueza natural de 
la tierra, lo atractivo del clima y la energia 
y ambici6n de los primeros colonos son 


todas cualidades que daban el mayor im- 


pulso 4 los movimientos de los pueblos. 
Pero desafortunadamente, el sistema de

Si habia fuerzas que dieron 
el alto al rey en su gobierno de Espafa, "0 
las hubo para impedir su absolutismo ep las 
colonias, resultando de esta situacién que 4 
las colonias se enviaron aventureros que 
por favoritismo consiguleron privilegios 
especiales del soberano, y como no hubo 4 
quien dar cuenta, poco les importaba el 
modo de conseguir las riquezas que bus 
caban. Es clerto que con el tiempo los 
celos de los unos para con los otros produ- 
jeron un sistema de esplionaje y de repren- 
siones que en lugar de promover la Justicia 
y mitigar la condicién misera de los indi- 
genas ya hechos esclavos, se empeoraba el 
estado de éstos, puesto que se aumentaba la 
carga que tenſan que llevar. 

Naturalmente habfa algunas diferencias 
entre las co'onias como hubo grande dife 
rencia entre sus condiciones exteriores.

in Alaska. 

The danger of getting overheated in a 
cold climate is well understood by the 
Indians of Alaska. A government official 
there explains how carefully they guard 
against the danger of freezing to death m 
consequence of allowing themselves to be 
come too warm. 

On the Upper Yukon the old method of 
moose-hunting in early winter was for the 
Indians to go out on snow-shoes after a 
heavy snowfall in search of fresh trails. - 
When one was found, the swiftest runner 
of the party prepared himself to run down 
the moose. Stripped of all clothing except 
a shirt and breeches; and carrying a light 
shotgun loaded with ball, he started off 
after the animal, while the women and 
slower runners followed more leisurely. 

Sometimes a moose would run eight or 
ten miles before being overtaken. The run- 
ner never stopped until he had overtaken 
and killed it; and he never stopped then. 
The cold at that season is very intense. 
The hunter, heated with his long run, 
would quickly have frozen to death if he 
had stopped. For that reason, after hav- 
ing killed the moose, he returned to camp 
at a run, leaving his followers, who were 
more thickly clothed than he and less 
heated, to cut up the carcass and drag it 
home. 

These Indians on the Upper Yukon hunt 
other animals besides the moose, and some 
of them are fearless hunters. 


Black bears are found in all the land, \ 


except In the barren tundras bordering +he 
Arctic coast. They are usually hunted with 
bows and arrows, but the bravest of the 
hunters will attack them armed with noth- 
ing but a long-bladed knife. 

In such a case the hunter wraps a 
blanket about his left arm and hand, and 
with it thus protected thrusts it out for 
the bear to seize as it rises upon its 
haunches. Under the guard thus afforded 
the hunter is enabled to make a fatal 
thrust. , 

Alaskan hunters need to be bold, for the 
peninsula boasts of having a species of 
bear considered to be the largest in the 
world. The skull of an old male looks as 
if the creature belonged to the animal 
life of a former age, when beasts of 
gigantic size roamed the earth.

These green feeds can be differentiated, 
absolutely, from the heavier rations: there 
is no danger of giving turkeys too much 
green stuff. 

A splendid fattening ration for varded 
turkeys can be given as follows: Feed in 
the morning a dry mash consisting of bran 
and oats in equal parts. Give also an 
abundant ration of green stuff—alfalfa or 
clover tops, kale, cabbage, lettuce or chard, 
lawn-clippings or sprouted oats—alm 
anything that is fresh and green. At n : 
if the dry-mash hoppers are not emptied, 
remove them and give another copious 
green feed. At night feed an abundant 
ration of whole grain, in such quantities that 
at least a few grains will be left over for 
early breakfast. Give also a final feed 
of green stuff. Just before the birds go 
to roost feed a wet mash, of wheat bran 
or cornmeal, shorts and oat middlinges in 
equal parts, mixed together with milk, or 
if milk is unavailable, water. Remove the 
mash dishes as soon as the birds have fin- 
ished the feed. 

This schedule will be found both simple 
and efficacious. It provides abundant green 
food. a heavy grain feed at night, a final 
stuffing before the birds go to roost, and 
an early breakfast of left-over grains, with 
sufficient stimulation to exercise for varded

Each box or gate furnishes water 
for each individual check or contour, the 
overflow being taken care of by other gates 
or boxes. The ditch surrounding the field 
also being connected with the main irrigat- 
ing canal by boxes and gates. : 
It is estimated that the piece of rice in 
question will yield from forty to fifty sacks 
per acre, which at $2 per sack will insure 
a very handsome return upon the invest- 
ment and season’s labor. 

The above estimate is conservative, and 
as the land has shown an improvement 
each year since being reclaimed, probably 


birds, and light feed of a different nature 
throughout the forenoon. The birds’ appe 
tites are safeguarded by the light, though 
sufficient, forenoon feeding, and by the gap 
that intervenes before the heavy afternoon 
ration. There is also no useless waste 
of labor; dry mash in the morning. grain 
feed, followed by wet mash at night, with 
three feedings of green stuff to keep the 
birds in condition. 

Beefscrap, bone meal, blood meal, green 
bone and the like that ordinarily form an 
essential element in the ration of yarded 
turkeys; should be eliminated entirely from 
all fattening feeds, as they are apt to 
flavor the meat unpleasantly. The excep- 
tion to this rule can be noted in the case 
of ground fresh meat, or meat and bone, 
a handful of which, thrown occasionally 
to a flock of fattening turkeys will some 
times give splendid results as a conditioner 
and appetizer. Care must always be taken, 
however, when feeding meat or bone in 
this way, that the meat is absolutely fresh 
and untainted. Old or spoiled bone or 
meat-scrap, in addition to affecting the 

| favor of turkey meat unpleasantly, is ex- 
tremely apt to bring disease into the flock, 
Also, when a fresh meat ration is used, 
it should be fed very, very sparingly. 

Fresh, cool water, which is always an 
important factor in the well-being of 
turkeys whether on range or yarded, in 
large flocks or small, is never more ‘essen- 
tial than when fattening the birds for mar- 
ket. It is apt to prove mighty hard to 


make turkeys take on weight if they are 


not provided with an abundant supply of 
clean water. 

Some raisers give, with varying degrees 
of success, special rations to bird in the 
fattening pens during the last fortnight or 
so before market time, with the intention 
of imparting to the meat the fine, nutty 
flavor that characterizes the. meat of wild 
turkeys as well as of some of the best 
market birds, particularly from some of the’ 
New England shipping points. Rhode 
Island turkeys are said to get their de 
licious flavor from their diet of corn and 
clover, with apples and chestnuts picked 
up just before market time in the fall. 
Whether or not this is entirely so, fresh 
apples or apple parings will often do much 
to fl. vor the meat favoratly. Celery is also 
said to be very good as a special ration 
for this purpose. And here in Southern 
California we have still another ration 
available for the purpose, better than either 
of the foregoing; this consists of raisins. 
Fréquently “the cheaper grades of raisins 
can be purchased in bulk direct from the 
growers at very moderate prices. Fed to 
fattening turkeys with the mixed grain ra- 
tion, they will be gobbled up eagerly and 
will not infrequently accomplish wonders 
in imparting an inimitable flavor to the 
meat.

Behind Galloping Miles. 


EHIND eight galloping mules drawing

modified “forty-niner,” we sallied forth 
from a little Argentine settlement on a jour- 
ney that covered many days in the great out- 
doors of the far southland. Our mules were 
ridden by three young natives of the cowboy 
type who delighted in fast and reckless 
speed, while a fourth man sat on the driver's 
seat, one man to each pair of steeds, so it 
worked out. In addition to food for man 
and beast, the old coach carried only four 
passengers; and in our ignorance of just

derful pampa. 

The time was November; and in Argentina 
the harvest days were drawing near, for be 
it remembered that seasons in the Far South 
are reversed, and when the Argentine 
planter begins to harvest his wheat his 
brother farmer in the United States sits be- 
hind his hickory fire and the young folks 
prepare for the gayeties of Christmastide. 

As the day advanced and we became a 
mere speck moving across leagues and 
leatues—not acres—of pampa land the 
novelty of the journey gave place to serious 
thought. The farther we advanced the more 
lonely the whole country appeared, for we 
were not within the zone of waving fields of 
grain or the fenced-in estancia (farm.) 
Around us stretched the open country and 
the far-away horizon closed the view; here 
and there gently rolling lands merged into 
level tracts that appeared to have no limit; 
the plains bore a brownish-green color, oc- 
casionally a windmill came into view. 

Wheréver the windmill stands one may 
expect to see well-trodden earth, for thous- 
ands of hoofs have obliterated every vestige 
of grass. Even the “dumb-driven beasts” 
seem to learn by intuition the location of 
this thirst-quenching spot, which to plains- 
man or anima] is ever and always a welcome 
oasis. Near by this popular retreat the 
gaucho has his humble abode, and days, 
weeks, or possibly months may pass with the 
sight of a few new faces; still he rides o'er 
the pampa and watches the grazing herds 
with a faithfulmess not always appreciated 
by the landed proprietor, who lives in 
princely style miles aWay. 

The custom of the actual owner of the es- 
tate spending a great part of the time away 
from home opens numerous opportunities for 
managers or superintendents on the es- 
tancia, and some. of these executives have a 
vast amount of responsibility resting upon 
their shoulders. 

„Quillalauquen, an average estancia, is lo- 
cated on the Southern Railway within eight 
hours’ train time of Buenos Aires. The area 
embraces over 100,000 acres; the stock con- 
sists of 103,000 sheep, 14,000 cattle, 2600 
horses, 800 milk cows, and thousands of 
swine. The personne! which keeps the 
wheels of this large establishment in good 
running order includes more than 500 men, 
women and children. The families are 
scattered over the estate, and to the head 

of each household is delegated certain duties. 
For instance, the milking of 800 cows twice 
daily is an enormous task. By systematic 
apportionment of the herd over the place, the 
actual number at any given point is not con- 
sidered large. The enormous quantities of 
milk obtained are brought to a common point 
and certain portions dispatched daily to 
Buenos Aires. 

A very busy season on the stock farm 
comes yearly at the end of cold weather, or 
about the first of November. More than 100, 
000 sheep must be sheared. So system- 
atically Is this work done that from 6000 to 
7000 animals are relieved of their wool each 


day.

e opening lines of this article was a con- 
tinuation of travels extending from the 
northern boundaries of Argentina to the 
Straits of Magellan. They were made in a 
semi-official capacity, the object being to 
study and investigate commercial and agrt- 
cultural activities of the great and growing 
Aigentina. Within the space of a short 
magazine articie it is impossible to touch 
upon many topics which would doubtless be 
of timely interest to the American farmer or 
stockman. It is hoped, however, that a mere 
outline of conditions prevailing in the far 
sou'hland may answer a few ofthe numerous 
questions that often arise. 

Today Argentina has a population of about 
9,000,000; its area is ober 1,000,000 square 
miles, or nearly one-third that of the United 
States; this makes approximately nine peo- 
ple for each square mile of territory. Of the 
entire area there are about 326,000 square 
mies owned by the government; 519,000 
square miles belong to individuals; and 183. 
oo” square miles are not at present occu- 
pied, being wastes, primeval forests, or 
mountain lands not suitable for grazing or 
cultivation. Examining the conditions under 
which Argentine lands are worked we find 
that about 60 per cent. is operated by 
owners; 30 per cent. by renters; and 8 per 


cent. by joint owners. Of the crops and 


products the republic disposed of in 1914,. 


roughly speaking, $350,000,000 represented 
the total sum. In the same year 48,000 
people beld areas under twenty-five acres;

acres. 

In a southern province of Argentina I met 
the owner of a great ranch. I thought his 
vast estate too large for one person, and 
| asked if a few hundred or a few thousand 
acres could be bought from him. He emiled, 
end ai that money was no inducement to 
part with any of his lands; he really wanted 
more than he possessed, but none of his 
neighbors would sell their properties. 

In the extreme northern section of the 
country—the Gren Chaco region. largely un- 
exrlored—I mede the acquaintance of an- 
other gentleman'of landed estates. He, too, 
owned many thousands of acres, but unlike 
the southern estancia, this area was almost 
a virgin wilderness. “Wil] you sell me a 
Small portion of your laud- a few indred 
acres?” Linguired, “No,” was the response, 
“Tl am keeping the land for my children: 
When a railroad is builded in this direction 
land values will increase, and my children 
will reap the benefits.“ 


in visiting the marvelous vineyards of the 


Mendoza region, where the cultivation of 
the grape has almost reached perfection, I 
asked a similar question. The reply was, in 
effect, that few vineyards are for sale at a 
price that could be called reasonable. 

These three practica] illustrations show 
the time-honored tendency of the wealthy 
Arsentinan to retain his possessions, and if 
possible increase rather than diminish their 
area, which in many cases has been handed 
down through families for generations. 

What chances has the poor man in agrti- 
cultural or stock raising enterprises in Ar- 
gentina? If he be a day laborer, the ques- 
tion may be disposed of immediately. He 
will have many more avenues for employ- 
ment in the United States and at higher 
wages than in Argentina. The harvest sea- 
son in the latter country draws many la- 
borers, even from Europe, but that busy time 
covers only a brief portion of the year, and 
at other periods there are often too many 
workmen for the number of places. 

To the man with small capital, say a few 
thousand dollars, the important question 
s fand. Where can it be secured at a rea- 
sonable price? Is it best to rent or buy? If 
one purchases land on time it is possible to 


make terms uber by céftain payments may 
be mace annually; but the time limit or 
custom, ranging from five to ten years, is 
hardly a sufficient period lor a man to make 
good. 

Many who engage in farming or stock 
taising in Argentina lease iand for a term of 
years, which’ is probabiy advisaole for a new- 
comer. During that time the la mer and his 
family become acquainted wits hie and con- 
ditions and decide whether they wish to be- 
come permanent tesidents of the country. 
Rental terms are usually from 15 to 20 per 
cent. of the value of the crops raised; and 
sometimes in a few vears the hard-working 
man, especially if he bas a family of boys, 
finds himself able to make a small invest- 
ment and become a landowner. 

To do this he may be forced to go far in- 
land from raliways where the land is newer 
and is to be had on cheaper terms. It is 
difficult to quote prices of land; it Varies, of 
course, in different previnces. At present 
lands in general are considered low; this 
fact is attributed to the European war cur- 
tailing capital, cutting off the usual markets 
for raw products, and the present lack of 
shipping facilities. Here are some of the 
recent selling prices: in La Rioja Province, 
$2 per acre; in Santiago del Estero Province, 
$17 per acre; in Buenos Aires Province, $4 
to $1000 per acre; government land for 
settiers may be secured at only a few cents 
per acre, provided one goes “back into the 
bush. Within two hours’ train service from 
Buenos Aires land may be rented at about $8 
rer acre per year for a term of from three to 
eight years. Land suitable for cattle raising 
about the same distance from the capital 
may be rented from $4 up per acre. In the 
southern section of the country, in Chubut 
Province, the rental is about 50 cents per 
acre a year. Prices of stock cattle vary 
greaily but recently steers 6 months old sold 
on the pampa for about $35. 

The present-day Argentinan is a rather 
new type of human being; the melting pot has 
been composed largely of Italians, Spaniards, 
and to a lesser degree, peoples from Central 
European countries, who have been arriving 
upon Argentine shores at the approximate 
rate of 1000 per day (normal! times.) The 
fusion of foreign and native bloed has 
formed in many cases a progressive being, 
whoee chief source of revenue comes from 
the cultivation of the land and the raising of 
stock. In these two enterprises Argentina 
stands near the head of the list among na- 
tions of the world. In secondary crops, how- 
ever, there is greater room for vastly in- 
creasing the production. For instance, there 
are in Argentina 12.000,009 milk cows, and 
the country exported only 2090 tons of but- 
ter in a recent year. At the steamship piers 
in Buenos Aires I saw thousands of boxes 
of foreign-raised potatoes being unloaded. 
Upon inguiry it was learned that Argentina 
consumes annually about 55,000 tons of po- 
tatoes, and from 5000 to 7000 tons must be 
imported vearly. Some day the tables will 
be turned and the country will supply thous- 
ands of bushels for foreign markets. Com- 
paring these figures with those of countries 
where secondary farm products are given 
more attention, one sees visions of what may 
be done in Argentina, 


Since the plowman and the mechanic have 
almost banished the lowing herd and the pic- 
turesque cowboy from our western plains, 
the young American who loves life in the 
open and its dash of recklessness occasion- 
ally seeks the newer field in the far south- 
land. Some have found work riding o'er the 
Argentine pampas but, generally speaking, 
life on the pampa is gradually losing its for- 
mer wild attractions. Furthermore, the 
wages paid the ordinary cow puncher are 
rarely over $30 or $40 per month: the na- 
tives perform this labor and in many ways 
are as efficient or more so than the North 
American. 

Traveling over Argentina impresses the 
visitor with the vastness of things in gen- 
eral: the range, the level pampa, the stock, 
the lonely cot, the far-distant horizon. He 
sees how the possession of vast estates and 
the revenue therefrom makes it possible for 
the owner to live in ease and delegate the ac- 
tive management of affairs to others. Even 
if the rich owner maintains a home on the 
pampa he is almost certain to have a more 
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. HEN Lucia Crandall received the mes- 
sage her life was changed.

Some Taij Corn. 
T VAN NUYS in the San Fernando 
A Valley there is growing a field of 
coru in which the stalks are mostly 
about sixteen feet high. The Times recently, 
in publishing this fact, perhaps fearing to 
be called a prevaricator by some tender- 
foot, proved the statement by printing a pic- 
ture of the corn with a girl standing on a 
step-ladder and unable to reach anywhere 
near the tops of the stalks. 

This reminds the writer of a story. More 
than thirty years ago Maj. W. C. Furrey was 
keeping a hardware store on Spring street 
nearly opposite where the Bullard Block now 
stands. His brother, Andrew Furrey, was 
employed in the store as salesman, and see- 
ing the writer, then in the newspaper busi- 
ness, passing, he called him in to settle a 
dispute, He found standing there an old- 
time Californian and a green tenderfoot in 
a hot dispute about the relative merits of 
farm lands in California and Illinois. The 
tenderfoot had made the statement that 
corn could not be grown in California.

They got back to 
Furrey's Store late in the afternoon, and the 
eastern Man was out just the amount the 
trip had cost, for he had to pay all the ex- 
penses. 


Corn Eaters. 

ORE than 400 poultry raisers of South- 

ern California attended a dinner and 
reception held one night recently at Whit- 
son Hall, Van Nuys, the dinner being given 
by the Van Nuys Poultry Association in 
honor of two residents who had just opened 
a chicken-raising plant costing $12,000. This 
plant contains five double brooders housing 
2000 chicks each, and the expectation is that 
five’ other brooders will be made next year. 
The plant when completed will have cost 
more than $20,000, and the owners expect to 
have 20,000 chickens ready for the market by 
next April. The plan is to market the eggs 
and the cockerels, while the pullets will be 
sold to beginners in the poultry business. 
Contracts have been accepted which call for 
the delivery of 20,000 chickens by the first 
of November, 1917. 

4 This is a big industry, but there is room 
for many to go into it on a small scale. 
There is no fear of any overstocking of the 
market with poultry and eggs in California. 
There are imported here carloads of eggs 
and chickens from the East every year, and 
when the home demand is supplied there are 
the territories near by that will take thous- 
ands of chickens and millions of eggs a year.

To Protect the Kelp Beds. 


HE kelp beds along the ocean front all 

the way from Santa Barbara to San 
Diego are proving of immense value since 
the European war has shut off supplies of 
potash coming from Germany. Several com- 
panies have been organized with large cap- 
ital, putting in heavy machinery to convert 
the kelp into potash and other mmereial 
products. It is now found necessary that 
some laws be passed to protect them and 
prevent terrible wastefulness in gathering 
the kelp which would result in destroying 
the beds. Those interested in the industry 


are clamoring for both State and national 


legislation for the purpose of making the 
kelp industry permanent. If their estimates 
are correct, the beds are worth protecting, 
for the potash and by-products it is claimed 
will be worth about $90,000,000 a year. 


More Juice. 

HE Fontana Company has been given 

permission by the State Railroad Com- 
mission to lease the waters belonging to the 
corporation to the Edison Company and to 
issue first-mortgage 6 per cent. bonds in the 
amount of $350,000, and 100 shares of cap- 
ital stock, par value $100 each. The Fon- 
tana Power Company is also authorized to 
contract with the Fontana Union Water 
Company and the Fontana Company for the 
conveyance of power-house site, right of 
way, together with the rights to use certain 
waters of Lytle Creek. The Fontana 
Power Company was organized last April 
with a capital stock of $350,000. It is closely 
related to the Fontana Company, the owner 
of a great many acres of land lying in San 
Bernardino county. These lands embrace 
approximately 18,000 acres, of which 14,000 
are under agricultural development, 12,000 
of these under irrigatioa. The irrigation 
water comes from Lytle Creek by gravity 
and this transferred to the Edison is in or- 


der that its fall may be converted into elec- 
tric juice. 


A Tali Steeple Surely. 


HE first Episcopal church to be raised 

in Inyo county is to be of unique de- 
sign and have the tallest steeple in the 
world, It is to be in a mountain region, and 
the architecture is to be Swiss, in keeping 
with the rugged heights that surround this 
place of worship. It is right under Mt. Whit- 
ney, the highest steeple of the United States, 
which will serve as steeple for the new 
church. This steeple reaches two and a half 
miles into the sky. Work on the new edi- 
fice has already begun, and the corner-stone 
is to be laid November 5. It will be of wood,

Climate and Soi! Did it. 

ALIFORNIA ‘has instituted a very good 

movement in its schools, by which boys 
all over the State enter into competition as 
cultivators of the soil. Two Whittier boys 
won the first and second plates in the Agri- 
cultural Club contest of the Whittier High 
School. They were given a trip to San Fran- 
cisco and Davis, where they met scores of 
other boys, winners of similar contests in 
many California localities. The boy who 
won the first prize at Whittier had a record 
of $90 net from a quarter of an acre of gar- 
lic. This also won the highest State honor, 
for his record being equal to $360 an acre 
was not equaled by any other contestant in 


the State.

Ought to be So. 


HE Board of Supervisors of Tulare coun- 
ty have passed a law prohibiting the 


.shipping of green oranges from that county. 


By unauimous vote the new ordinance was 
passed establishing eight parts of soluble 
solid to each part of acid as the standard for 
mature oranges. It further provides that no 
fruit shall be shipped from Tulare county 
unless accompanied by certificate issued by 
authority of the Horticultural Commission 
setting forth that the fruit meets the re- 
quirements of the law. The Tulare County 
Protective Association, an organization of 
an entirely voluntary nature, has fought for 
years for this standard, and have employed 
a board of chemists to pass upon the qual- 
ity of the fruit shipped and to issue the cer- 
tificates. This is a wise movement, for 
green oranges are unfit for human food, and 
the shipping of them to market is a post- 
tive detriment to the whole orange-growing 
community and does the State immense 
damage. 


Why Not the Boys? 

RRANGEMENTS have been made by 

the school board of the city of Stock- 
ton by which ah the girls in the public 
schools of that city may learn to swim. The 
plan is to establish swimming pools for the 
use of the girls, who are to be taught to 
swim every Saturday morning. This is a 
commendable movement, as every girl ought 
to learn to swim; but what about the boys? 
Perhaps they are relie@d upon to learn to 
swim on their own initiative. If they are 
real boys, and there is a swimming hole 
around Stockton, they will surely learn to 
swim. 


Both Are Right. 


HOSE two fair sisters in the sisterhood 

of Southern California counties, Ven- 
tura and Orange, threaten to get into a hair- 
pulling scrap over which of them ships the 
most beans in a given month. First came 
Ventura with a claim that during the month 
of September there were shipped 10,212,000 
pounds of beans from that county. This ex- 
ceeded the shipments of a year ago by 
3,000,000 pounds. A car contains 50,000 
pounds of beans, and the number of cars 
shipped during the month was 204. The 
Ventura account of this says: “This is the 
largest amount ever shipped in a single 
county in a single month in the world. Ven- 
tura claims to be the banner bean county of 
this earth, and of any other star to be found 
in any of the constellations of the universe— 
so far as the human mind knows.” 

This is throwing down the gauntlet with 
a vengeance. It had scarcely touched the 
earth when little Orange county plunged and 
picked up the gage, Orange county claims 
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land a certain number of acre inches in 
depth of water to percolate downward by 
the natural weigut pressure of the water. 
The reasoning for this syetem is that it is 
natural and represents the condition of a 
copious rain, but that this is erroneous or 
imperfectly undcrsjood is practically illus- 
trated by sprinkling. The principle of a sur- 
face soil in agriculture is the candle-wick 
effect of the loam, which is simply a mix- 
ture of vegetable matter and earth in vari- 
ous stages of decay. In all average rains 
the water falls upon the ground gently, and 
only. for short intervals is this so applied 
as to make floodin< appreciable, as in case 
of more or less cloudburst in a passing 
storm. Accumulations of rain water similar 
to flooding or basining take place only dur- 
ing very beavy cloud bursts or on sticky 
clay and clay-silt soils, and any farmer with 


experience in such soils knows that the re-. 


sults following such rains is plowsole, hard- 
pan, and soil baking, which increases labor 
threefold while retarding plant growth and 
development. The effect of baisining and 
flooding on heavy soils is usually more in- 
tense and destructive of the loam than the 
cloudbursts, due to the greater depth of wa- 
ter laying on the ground at one time. In 
an open soil such as a grave) and sand or a 


decomposed granite which has not developed 


much clay, the basin and flooding system is 
satisfactory, and in a gravel and sand soil 
is on even terms with sprinkling or natural 
rainfall. In a heavy clay soil the result of 
baisining and flooding is puddling, and each 
time the soil is plowed-and stirred the finer 
particles are separated and sink to a depth 
where they accumulate hardpan, while the 
glutinous colloids collect nearer the surface 
and cement the mass, causing exclusion of 
air to the plant roots and beneficial working 
bacteria in the soil. In the silt soils, when 
the silt has much clay dust in the mixture 
and is deficient in lime to coagulate it into-a 
sort of sandy appearing structure, water ap- 
plied by basin or flooding settles the clay 
silt-through the mass to a depth of from one 
to two feet or so, where it accumulates and 
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gradually forms hardpan which holds up 
Water until the subsoil becomes dried out. 
Unless the subsoil for the depth of the root- 
ing of the plants to be grown is alse con- 
sidered, we may be deceived in adopting an 
irrigation system for our conditions, because 
the subsoil-effect may upset all our surface 
calculations. A glance at the soil test cut 
illustration on this page wil] demonstrate 
how sub-conditions that are bad often affect 
irrigation. In two soils of nearly exactly 
similar surface conditions for the depth of 
two or three feet, the subsoil conditions 
were so different that the water went to the 
depth of twenty-four to forty-two inches in 
twenty-four hours, and seventy to eithty 
inches in forty-ei¢ht hours ia Nos. 4, 5 and 6, 
but while it did almost as wel] during the 
first twenty-four hours in Nos. 1, 2 and 3, 
it only sunk to the depths of thirty-nine and 
forty-nine inches in ninety-six hours. (Good 
drainage under a heavy soil allows flooding 
without much harm but the possible forma- 
tion of hardpan by silt sinkage being ar- 
rested before drainage is reached, and it 
may even be the most beneficial in that it 
sometimes tends to gradually open the soil, 
but in general the basin and flooding sys- 
tem should not be used in heavy soils. 

It is quite a common practice among fruit 
growers to withhold water to hasten ripen- 
Ing. In such case they should always care- 
fully consider the matter of coloring. The 
best coloring in fruits can only be attained 
by keeping up the free water supply for the 
tree roots, as this keeps bringing forward to 
the circulation of the skin of the fruit. and 
consequent concentration. the minerals that 
under the photosynthetic action of licht pro- 


duce color.

The California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange is urging all its sub- 
sidiary exchanges to get similar action in 
their respective counties, as the shirment 
of immature fruit is a detriment to the in- 
dustry.

The result of water supplied after »artial 
water starvation is a new or primery gro- 
ing action set up, which defeats conrentra- 
tion. This prolongs the growing period or 
life of the fruit. In the case of the effect 
may be a puffed fruit or a re-greening, de- 
rendin¢g on the exact stage of growth end 
the strain, or it may even result in a drop- 
ping of the fruit. In grains the result is 
usually imperfect and even shrunken seed, 
and always light grain. 

The Department of Agriculture evt- 
dently thinks farmers stand in need of some 
prodding advice on the question o“ effi- 
ciency methods, to judge by Bulletin No. 
745. Wire-fence agents for years have ad- 
vocated their wire as more economical than 
zigzag rail fence on the ground that it saves 
an acre of ground for every 20 vards of 
fence, and now Bulletin No. 745 comes ont 
and tells them with exactitude that the 214 
rods of zigzag fencing wastes an acre of 
land that might be cropped, and for the 
same expenditure of land can be run 459 
rods of woven wire or 473 rods of barbed 
wire. This is a plea for efficiency which it 
is hoped farmers will appreciate in view of 
the advancing farm land values.

Goiter Among the Indians. 


HE diseovery that goiter is a very com- 

7 mon disease among the Blackfeet In- 

dians, and that the disease is increat- 

‘ ing in this group of Indians ag well as in 

other tribes, is additional evidence that 

goiter is becoming more prevalent all over 

the American continent. Furthermore, the 

fact that the Indians living in certain re- 

gions are more subject to goiter than mem- 

bers of the same tribe residing in distant 

territories, suggests that America, like Eu- 

rope, has its “goiter belts“— places in which 

the disease is prevalent for some reason 

that cannot be explained satisfactorily at 

present. Switzerland is the goiter center of 
Europe. 

Goiter is a disease of the thyroid gland, 
an organ located in the neck just above the 
breast bone, Normally, this gland is a small 
structure weighing about an ounce, byt per- 
forming an alLimportant function in main- 
taining bodily health by secreting an active 
substance. When this gland is too small, or 
too inactive in children, there is the peculiar 
dwarfing, deformity and idiocy of “cretin- 
lam, or a corresponding condition in adults 
known as myxedema. Both these conditions 
may be corrected as if by magic by adminis- 
tering an extract made from the thyroid 
glands of animals, thus supplying artificially 
the essential element that the system lacks. 
The condition is the exact opposite of that 
known as goiter, occurs jess frequently, and 
is. on the whole, considered somewhat less 
serious because it may now be relieved by 
the simple administration of thyroid tablets 
put up in convenient form. In such cases, 
however, the regular and continual taking of 
thyroid extract is just as essential to health 
as the taking of fond by normal persons. 

> 


Varied Effects of Enlarged Thyroid. 


Two types of enlarged thyroid, or goiter, 
have long been recognized. One of these, 
known as simple goiter, often produces no 
symptoms but simply the disfiguring pouch- 
ing of the neck. The other, known as ex- 
ophthalmic goiter, produces the character- 
istic bulging of the eyes from which it takes 
its name, rapid pulse, loss of flesh and nerv- 


ousness which produces complete prostra- 


tion. 

In both these conditions the thyroid gland 
is enlarged, but in cases of simple goiter in 
which there are no untoward symptoms, it 
appears that the enlargement is confined to 
the portions of the gland not concerned in 
the formation of the secretion. In ex- 
ophthalmic goiter, however, there may be 
relatively little enlargement of the gland 
even when the symptoms are intense. In el 
probability this is due to an increase in the 
secretory cells of the gland, without a cor- 
responding increase in other portions, al- 
though this usually occurs. Indeed, the 
first symptoms of the disease may be the 
rapid pulse, shortness of breath, and great 
nervousness, even before any enlargement 
of the thyroid gland may be detectable. 

This indicates that tf thyroid secretion 
is being poured too copiously into the cir- 
culation, and is an important danger signal 
Taken at this stage, the impending enlarge 
ment of the gland may often be averted by 
simple medical treatment, whereas the later 
stage may require surgical interference. The 
successful operation for exophthalmic goiter 
is one of the triumphs of modern surgery; 
but it is, nevertheless, a hazardous one. 


A Serum Treatment for Golter. 

The principle upon which this operation 
is based is that of the removal] of enough of 
the gland so that the remaining portion will 
secrete a norma] amount of its peculiar sub 
stance. It assumes that the amount of this 
secretion is directly dependent upon the size 
of the gland. And in practice this works out 
successfully in a high percentage of cases in 
the hands of expert operatora 

But the tendency of modern medicine ts to 
restore abnormal organs where possible, 
rather than remove them. And, since the 
effects of goiter are obviously the results of 
a diseased thyroid gland, there has been 
great activity recently in searching for some 
means of restoring the gland to health with- 
out resorting to the knife. 

It should be explained that the tncreased 
secretion of the enlarged thyrold gland 
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Aids to Good Health.

which is thrown into the system acts as a 
poison which the system struggles to coun- 
teract. Occasionally—but very rarely, un- 
fortunately—this struggle is successful un- 
aided, the system acquires an “immunity” 
to this particular poison, and complete re- 
covery takes place, just as in cases of small- 
pox, scarlet fever and diphtheria. In the 
case of diphtheria, at least, this immunizing 
process may be facilitated by injecting into 
the system a serum or antitoxin obtained 
from the blood of a lower animal which has 
become immune through repeated injections 
of the disease-producing substance itself. 

Diphtheria antitoxin is obtained from the 
blood of the horse. But in preparing the 
serum for the treatment of goiter, which has 
by Dr. Silas P. 
Beebe, the counteracting substance is ob- 
tained from the system of the sheep. 


How the Serum is Prepared. 


The ‘method of preparing this serum, as 
given in the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Assoiciation recently, is summarized as 
follows: Human thyroid glands are reduced 
to small fragments in a special machine, 
placed in a solution of salt and medium hy- 
droxid, and after being shaken in a machine 
for three hours, are placed in a refrigerator 
for twenty-four hours. The extract is then 
strained and filtered, warmed and treated 
with a few drops of acetic acid, and after 
certain manipulation, is ready for injection 
into the sheep. 

The injection is repeated weekly in mu- 
creasing doses until six have been given 
The animal is then bled, and the serum of its 
blood is sealed in glass ampoules ready for 
use hypodermatically in the treatment of 
goiter. 

The eXact method of preparin: this serum 
is of far less importance to the goiter suf- 
ferer than the simple fact that in a high per- 
centage of cases it seems to cure the dis- 
ease. So does surgery, for that matter. Un- 
like surgical treatment, however, there is no 
danger attendant upon the administration of 
the serum, no disfiguring scars, no sojourn in 
the hospital and operating room. But it re- 
quires time, and numerous injections. Yet 
these elements will not weigh heavily in the 
estimation of most people, when the serious 
ness of the condition under treatment is con- 
sidered, and when we reflect that even ia 
most successful surgical treatment a certain 
amount of time must be spent in hospital in- 
activity. 


The Scientific Knowledge of Congressmen. 


There is a Federal law in Effect at the 
present time—or, at least, it is supposed to 
be in effect—which makes it difficult for 
everybody in general and “dope fiends” in 
particular, to obtain opiates. The law also 
makes it difficult for anyone to obtain cer- 
tain other drugs, as the folloving from the 
Pharmaca! Advance indicates: 

“When the Congressmen were framing the 
famous Harrison law, forbidding the sale of 
narcotics and habit-forming drugs, they 
searched the dictionarids for every word 
that seemed suspicious. Of course the word 
“morphine” was put into the law at once, 
and in the course of the search for other 
forms of morphine the Congressmen came 
across a drug called ‘apomorphine.’ 

“Here was a prize! Here was the wicked 
morphine masquerading under a name which 
might elude less vigilant watchmen! So 
among the forbidden drugs listed in the Har- 
rison law is apomorphine which must not be 
sold for the reason that it is a ‘habit-forming 
drug.“ 

The joke is that apomorphine is an emetia 
If you take it you vomit. If you take it again 
you have the same result. 

It is a comfort to know that our Congress- 
men have made it very difficult for the great 
American public to form the vicious habit of 
taking an emetic—at least in the form of 


apomorphine.

“Brain surgery,” says the editor of the 
New York Medica! Journal, “is one of the 
latest developments of the art of wielding 
the’ knife, and it seems no slight undertak- 
ing, even in the twentieth century, to chisel 
through the cranial bones and to delve be- 
neath the wrappings of the seat of conscious- 
nous; yet if brain surgery is new, surgery of 
the skull is certainly an exceedingly ancient 
practice. 

“Recent archeological explorations in Peru 
have brought to light, among other interost- 
ing remains, human skulls with as many as 
three large openings, circular, as if cut with 
a modern trephine. They were made during 
the lite of the owner of the skull, for, in some 
cases at least, they show evidence that the 
healing process went forward in the edges of 
the bone wound. In Europe the remains of 
Neolithic man, dating back at least 6000 
years, show that the contemporary surgevu 
was exceedingly bold in exposing the braii 
One of the skulls of this time has two large 
oval openings, one on either side, with ev! 
dence of nature's repair of the edges of the 
wound. Moreover, these openings were 
made, not with nicely adjusted steel center 
pin trephine, nor even with the help of a 
metal chisel, but with slivers of flint.” 


Securing Pure Drinking Water. 


From time to time cases are reported from 
authentic sources in which leeches have been 
taken into the throat in drinking water. Such 


a mishap is usually the result of drinking 
from stagnant pools, or drinking at night 
from a vessel in which the water has been 
standing for some little time. The old- 
fashioned small-mouthed jug, still used ec 
tensively, is sometimes the offender. But, in 
any event, the leech that gets into the throat 
has the unpleasant habit of sticking here, 
often causing all manner of uncom‘ortable 
symptoms before its presence is suspected or 
discovered. 

Such a mishap could not occur, of course, 
if the water was strained even through a 
very coarse mesh. But straining, or even 
filtering, will not remove barmful germs 
that may be present. Yet there is a very 
simple and effective way of getting rid of 


all animal and vegetable impurities in wa- 


ter, a method now used in the American 
army, and probably in every army in Eu- 
rope. It consists in adding about three 
grains of hydrochloride of lime to each gal- 
lon of water. This lime salt is harmless to 
man, but destroys germs and the lover 
forms of animal life in a few minutes. 


The fact that water may be sterilized in 
this manner without affecting its taste or 
potability, was discovered by Maj. Lyster, 
of the United States Army Medical Corps. 
As a result, each company of soldiers on the 
Mexican border now carries two stout can- 
vas water-bags and a supply of measured 
doses of hydrochloride of lime sealed in 
glass tubes. The contents of one of these 
tubes sterilizes the 330 pounds of water, 
which is the bag's capacity, and represents 
very cheap and very effective life insurance. 

Travelers who are dependent upon local 
water supplies should take a hint from this 
army method and carry a few grains of this 
lime salt, which may be obtained at any 
drug store.

TO TEST EGGS. 
“Candie” With Electric Light. 


— — — — — — 


(New York American: Every house 
keeper should know how to test eggs. All 
eggs delivered at the home should be ex- 
amined, and those that are unsatisfactory re- 
turned to the seller. 

Heat is the enemy of the egg. Exery 
minute a fresh-laid egg is exposed to more 
than 68 degs Fahrenheit starts it on a down- 
ward career. Eggs should be kept in an ice 


box in summer and in a cool place in winter. 

Testing eggs is known commercially as 
“candling” and was formerly done by hold- 
ing the eggs against a candle light. Now the 
electric light has superseded the candle. 
It is very easy for the housekeeper to 
“candle” eggs by holding them against any 
light in an otherwise darkened pantry. 


Stages of Deterioration. 


The absolutely fresh egg, against the light, 
shows a distinctive pinkish glow of goodness, 
says Good Health. Let that egg, however, 
remain in the heat for a little time, and 
within a day or two it begins to show 
“blood”—a tiny series of little blood vessels 
forming around the embryo of the chick; or 
the heat may cause the yolk to go toward the 
top and shift easily, which characterizes it 
as a “light. floater.” Again, the yolk may 
mix with the white and make a “white rot,” 
a condition also revealed by the candle. 

The final stage is the “black rot,” where 
no light at all can be seen through the egg. 
The egg has now reached the explosive 
stage, which makes it such a favorite mis 
Sile of the average boy. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

[Philadelphia Press:] Use oi! of sassafras 
in the gasoline with which you clean, about 
five drops to a quart of gasoline, says cook, 
and the odor of the gasoline will not remain. 

Gravy, soups and thickening of any kind 
will not be lumpy if the salt is mixed with 
the flour before wetting. Stir with a fork 
instead of a spoon. Better yet, use a small 
egg beater and the sauce will be perfectly 
smooth within two minutes, 

To prevent the rust in deep.pans of any 
sort, put a few drops of olive oll in them 
after they have been used, and brush this 
along the seams with a small brush, so that 
every part of the surface is washed with the 
oll. 

To remove stains from a steel fender rub 
with a piece of raw potato. 

Salt in whitewash makes it adhere better. 

To prevent doormats from fraying take a 
large packing needle, some medium-sized 
string and with this button-hole stitch all 
around the edges. The stitches should be 
about one inch apart and about one inch 
deep. This prolongs the life of a doormat 
for months. 

To remove stains from marble-topped 
washstands, marble mantlepieces, etc., mix 
together equal quantities of soft soap quick- 
lime and caustic potash, apph it with a 
brush and leave for several days. Wash the 
paste off afterward and dry and polish the 
marble with soft clean cloths.

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Mexican Pawpaw. 
WONDERFUL QUALITIES ALLEGED TO 
TO BE POSSESSED BY IT. 

BY LEMUERL lL. DE BRA. 

One of the horticultural novelties thas 
may soon find its way from Mexico to our 
markets is the pawpaw, or papaya, sald te 
to be the most delicious and most useful 
fruit grown. 


The papaya fs a tree that grows wild ta 


all tropical countries, but in Mexico, and 


to a certain extent in Hawall, it is cult} 


vated. And the papaya tree, properly cared 
for, grows the delicious papayas in pro 
fusion. 


The fruit cannot be called anything bat. 


a melon. It is about the size and shape of 
an ordinary muskmelon, and contains many 
jet black seeds. The pulp is firm, pleasantly 
sweet, and of an agreeable flavor. It is the 
favorite breakfast fruit where it is grown, 
and is used as We use muskmelons or grape 
fruit in the United States. 

The papaya has many novel uses. For 
instance, the ripened fruit is an excellent 
remedy for dyspepsia. A slice of the ripe 
papaya rubbed over a tough piece of beef- 
steak or an old fow! will, it is sald, render 
the meat tender and savory. In the South 
Sea fslands, the cannibals used to wrap 


their human victims in the leaves of the 


papaya to make the flesh tender and appe 
tizing. The Filipinos hang chickens, roasts, 
steaks and pigs in fhe papaya tree over 
night for the same reason, 

A piece of ripe papaya melon rubbed over 
the skin will remove freckles. Leave your 
knife sticking in a papaya and the juices 
will eat the steel as the sun melts ica A 
slice of the green melon will clean spots 
from clothing, or remove warts. It is a 
splendid remedy for eczema or other skin 
diseases. Yet the green melons are an ex- 
cellent and healthful food. The Hawalians 
use them for a summer squash. Young 
mothers in Formosa eat boiled papayas with 
pork to stimulate the flow of milk for their 
little ones, And on washday, the leaves of 
the papaya tree are used for soap. 

American medicine manufacturers make 
a long list of remedies from the papaya 
tree and its fruit, ranging .from a simple 


‘worm medicine for children to a nerve tonic 


for worn-out adults. The dried juice of the 
ripe fruit is in great demand by gum manu- 
facturers. 

The peculiar qualities of the melons are 
due to the presence of papein, a chemical 
substance almost {dentical with pepsin, and 
possessing the same qualities. To obtain 
this juice, the fruit, whfle still hanging on 
the tree, is cut through the skin on four 
sides. For this purpose only bone or ivory 
knives can be used because the papeln dis 
solves metal. The milky juice which exudes 
is collected in glass or earthenware bottles 
and is allowed to dry. The dried juice is 
ground to a powder and shipped to American 
chemists who prize it highly as a basis of 
many medicinal preparations, 

The trees often reach a height of from 
twenty to thirty feet, and the leaves are 
from twenty to thirty inches long. They 
are dark green in color and usually cluster 
at the top of the tree. The papaya tree 
bears fruit the first year, when only four or 
five feet high, and keeps bearing eontinv- 
ously every day of the year for three years. 
Buds, leaves, green melons and ripe melons 
may be found on one tree, so rapidly do they 
grow. A well-bearing tree wil] have from 
twenty to a hundred melons at a time, some 
of them weighing as much as twenty 
pounds. A peculiar thing about the papaya 
tree, and one that has attracted the atten- 
tion of horticulturists, is the remarkable 
virility of the male trees. Where cult! 
vated, only one Male tree Is allowed to grow 
in a grove of fifty or more femalea 

As a breakfast fruit, the papaya may 
soon be imported to the United States from 
Mexico, or Hawall, and no doubt it will

They are cut at 
the ground-level so that at the foot of each 
trunk a number of sapling will sprout. The 
following year, preferably in the spring, the 
bark of these saplings is cut In such a man- 
ner as to inscribe various designs, which re- 
main engraved on the wood. At the end of 
three years they are cut, stripped of 
branches, dried in the sun, and subjected to 
a bath of hot steam and the bark stripped 
off. 

The sticks are straightened by being 
placed in an atmosphere of moist heat and 
then cut to suitable lengths, and are then 
ready to be polished, varnished and supplied 
with proper mountings. 


A Dog’s Vigil. 

[Our Dumb Animals:) In a cemetery at 
Fultonham, O., a dog has kept vigil over his 
master’s grave for five years. Little is 
known of this lonely dumb mourner except 
that he followed the funeral procession to 
the grave of George Baker, a farmer who 
lived somewhere outside the town, and ever 
since, when night comes on, he go; to the 
graveyard and lies on the mound that marks 
his master’s resting place. 

The dog is now known as “the cemetery 
dog.” He is timid and does not care to 
make frienda. The cemetery trustees per 
mit him to go and come as he sees fit and 
no one now tries to coax him away. Like 
the famous Greyfriars Bobby who watched 
and mourned at the grave of his dead mas 
ter for fourteen years, the Fultonham dog 
seems likely to spend the rest of his life 
in this same strangely sad manner. 


Wood-eaters. 

Wood in a certain form is a common and 
constant article of food in all sections of 
Siberia where the Yakut lives. 

North of Verchoyansk, except in a few 
sheltered valleys, there is little food, aside 
from that afforded by fish, than that fur- 
nished by the larch. The natives eat it, 
however, because they like it. Even in seo 
tions where fish may be had, wood usually 
forms a part of the native’s evening meal, 
as the many cleanly stripped larch logs near 
every hut testify. 

The natives strip off the thick layers 
immediately under the bark of a larch log, 
and, chopping it fine, mix it with snow. it 
is then boiled in a kettle. Sometimes a bit 
of fish roe is added, and, in the southern 
secUona, cow's milk or butter.

No hemos de pasar por esta época sin 
hacer menclon de los dos grandes caudillos 
de la libertad que unieron sus fuerzas para 
el liberamiento de un continente, Simon 
Bolfvar de Venezuela y José de San Martin 
de Argentina. La historia de cada uno de 
estos prohombres es m4g interesante que 
una novela y si hemos de leer entre lineas 
debemos entender que ni el uno ni el otro 
pisaron sobre alfombra de rosas. Tanto el 
uno como el otro habia viajado por otros 
paises y participado en movimientos mill- 
tares. San Martin habia tomado parte en la 
guerra de la Peninsula, y Bolivar, cuando 
era estudiante en Roma hizo juramento 
golemne de que habia de tener parte en la 
liberaci6n de su patria. 

La independencia de Argentina se logré 
mucho m4s antes que la de las otras colo 
mas En la batalla de Tucumän, Belgrano 
despleg6 por primera vez la nueva bandera 
argentina y se puede decir que desde esa 
fecha no habfa rompimiento en la linea de 
caudillos que representaron la causa de 
libertad. La guerra se prolong6 mucho 
porque los espafioles, estando en posesién 
de Montevideo y de la boca del rio de la 
Plata pudieron sostenerse contra todos los 
ataques por tierra. Durante este intervalo 
la independencia de Argentina fué ame 
nazada desde Perd, y San Martin instituy6 
una serie de conflictos guerrilleros después 
de las dos derrotas de Vilcapuya y Ayouma. 
El general se estableci6 con su cuartel en 
Mendoza. En este tlempo Belgrano y Riva- 
davia fueron 4 Europa y procuraron conse 
guir la ayuda de Inglaterra, ofreciendo poner 
4 un hijo de Carlos IV sobre un trono en 
Argentina. Fracasaron en sus planes y en 
el allo 1816 bajo la dictadura de Puirredén 
el pafe se hizo independiente. 

Estando libre ya su patria de toda rom, 
nacién extranjera, San Martin estaba listo 
para prestar sus servicios 4 la buena causa 
en otros paises. Se habian congregado en 
Mendoza los préfugos de la tirania espafiola 
en Chile. Entre ellos estuvieron Bernardo 
O’Higgins y los hermanos Cabrera. Alis 
tando un ejército de 4000 hombres se 
pusteron en marcha para cruzar la cordillera 
de los Andes. Sé6lo los que conocen esas 
montafias tienen idea de las dificultades de 
su empresa. Agrétuese el hecho de que los 
espafioles habian enviado espias y se pre 
paraban para resistir el paso. Aunque el 
nümero de su tropa no era considerable, esta 
hazafa muy bien puede compararse 
pasaje de los Alpes por Napoleon en el ano 
1796. Haciendo todos sus planes para usar 
uno de log pasos, de repente movi su tropa 
por otro y estaba bajando 4 los llanos de 
Chile antes de que el general espafiol 
suplera de su paradero.
